Punta Arenas, Patagonia, September 22,— 
Punta Arenas is the southernmost city 
of the world. It is at the bottom of the 
South American continent, 1,200 miles 
nearer the south pole than Cape Town, at 
the lower end of Africa. It is 7,000 miles 
south of New York, and its latitude is that 
of Labrador. Still its winters are warmer 
than those of Washington city, and just 
now, at ite coldest, everything is covered 
with green. 

Situated on the northern coast of the 
strait of Mageilan, midway between the 
Atiantic and Pacific oceans, more than a 
hundred miles north of Cape Horn, Punta 
Arenas is the’ commerc:a] capita) of a vast 
region of sea and iand which is almost un- 
known to the rest of the world. Frum 
where I write 1 can see the blue forests of 
Tierra del Fuego, on the opposite side uf 
the strait. There are a Vast mumber of 
smaiier islands about it, and behind me 
stretching away for hundreds of mises, are 
the mountains and steep farms of Pata- 
sonia. ihere is no town of any size withmu 
1,000 miies Of this. We have no teiexrapiic 
cennecuon Wiin the rest of the woria, and 
the only* news we get comes truin we 
Sleamers Passing through the strait of Ma-

Punta Arenas lies might on the Strait of 
Magelian. Jhere i6 a pood harbor at this 
point, the land about” which slopes gentsy 
upward from the waier. Upon this has been 
built a straggiing town, more than a mile 
long and @ quarter of a mile wide. Back 
of it there is a hill perhaps a hundred feet 
high ana farther away in the rear you can 
see the last of the Andes, which here rise 
from 3,000 to 6,000 feet above the sea, their 
tops covered with snow. The city has 
been cut out of the woods and as you enter 
it you are reminded of the setulements of 
our wooded frontier of the northwest. It is 
just now one of the boom towns of this 
continent and its houses are scattered 
along wide streets, with many gaps. These 
streets are a mass of black mud, through 
which huge oxen drag heavy carts, pushing 
them along by yokes fastened to their 
horns. Here the sidewalk is of concrete, 
there it is of wood and a little farther on 
you find it of mud and must balance your- 
self on a log as you make your way over 
it. Many of the houses are built of sheets 
of corrugated iron, their walls wrinkled up 
like a washboard, and all have roofs of 
this material. A few are painted, but 
nearly all are of the galvanized slaty color 
of the metal as it comes from the factory. 
None of the cheaper houses has a chimney. 
‘The stovepipas, which stick up through the 
roofs and which you see here and there 
coming out through the windows with up 
turned elbows, take their places. There is 
plenty of building space, but when you ask 
the prices of the vacant lots you find that 
property is very high. What would be a 
$30 shanty in America is here worth $500 
and a good business corner will sell for 
seve thousand dollars. Nevertheless, 
within a few years these same lots were 
given away for a revenue stamp. The Cil-

There is one residence here which would 
be a mansion in the best part of Washing- 
ten city. It is by ail! odds the finest house 
near the south pole. It has cost more than 
a hundred thousand dollars, and ‘ts owner 
ig a millionaire widow, young, beautiful 
and accomplished. She is the sister of our 
consul here, and the daughter of a Russian 
who made a large fortune in sheep raisng 
She got another fortune with her husband, 
and she now owns thousands of acres of 
land and tens of thousands of sheep. He! 
house is situated on the plaza or public 
Square. This is a grass ypiot of about two 
acres, fenced with a wooden paling. I[t has 
wide pathways running through it and a 
band stand in the center. On the north 
side of it is the governor’s house, a long 
brown two-story structure, with a wall of 
glass in the rear. On the west is a large 
frame building, the new barracks of the 
nationa] guard, and on the east are some 
stores and te palace of this millionaire 
widow. It is made of red brick, covered 
with stucco, so finished that it looks like 
a light brown stone. It hag two stories 


you would not think him worth a cent. His 
sheep farm is as big as an Ohio county, 
and at the last counting his sheep num- 
bered 6,000 head. Another of the party 
Was a young Englishman, who was dressed 
in a costume that could not have been 
out of place in Hyde park. He had swell 
riding boots with a well-cut suit of Scotch 
tweed. He was only an employee at a big 
sheep station. A third man was dressed 
much like an Amerfcan business man. He 
was the manager of the biggest sheep ranch 
in Terra del Fuego. He had the supervis- 
fon of more than a hundred thousand sheep 
and of a grazing territory of tWo and one- 
half million acres of jand. 

Sheep farming has now become the great 
industry of this part of the world. A 
large part of lower Patagonia is given up 
to it, and all of the available Jands in the 
Chilean territory of the Magellanes, in- 
cluding Tierr6 del Fuego, ‘have been either 
bought or leased. It will give: you some 
idea of the growth af the industry when 
I tell you that in 1878, just twenty yeare 
ago, there were only 185 sheep in all the 
Magelians. Seven years later they were 
40,000, and in 1892 the number had increased 
to 148,000. In 1885 it wag estimated that 
there were 900,000 and now on this island 
alone there are considerably more than a 
million sheep. The sheep farmers orig- 
inally came here from the Falkland is- 
lands, but since then Australians, French, 
Germans, Russians and others have joined 
with them in gobbling up the lands, The 
majority, however, are English and Scotch. 
One of the largest owners of sheep here 
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several towers and 
work. The artists 


and mansard, with 
plenty of gingerbread 
are now decorating it. They were imported 
from Buenos Ayres for the purpose, as 
were also the carpenters, the bricklayers 
and, in fact, all of the laborers connected 
with it. The bricks were also imported. 
Every bit of the furnitare will come from 
Europe, and the house when finished will 
be as comfottable as any in Pars. It is, 
however, the only house of its kind in Pun- 
ta Arenas, the most of the other dwellings 
being one-story structures, Wich could be 
built for from $500 to $1,500 in the United 
States. It shows you, however, that all of 
the, people here at the ta‘) end of creation 
are not poor. Gn the contrary, Punta 
Arenas has more rich men, perhaps, than 
any frontier town of its size in the world. 
It is the meropolis of the great sheep in- 
dustry of southern Patagonia, and there 
are rich sheep owners here who live almost 
as luxuriantly as dg our millionaire miners 
in Denver. There are thirty-three men and 
companies who each own and contro] from 
twenty-five thousand acres to two and one- 
half mill on acres of land. They have their 
sheep by the tens of thousands, and several 
of them have an annual woo! clip worth 
more than the salary of the president of 
the United States 

They Are Cosmopolitan. 

The citizens of Punta Arenas come from 
all parts of the world. You hear English, 
German and Spanish on every corner, and 
your ears ara dinned with the jargon of 
the Austrian, ‘the Italian and the Russian. 
Some of the richest of the people are Rus- 
sian, and others are Scotchmen, who have 
come from the Falkland islands to engage 
in sheep farming here. There are treach- 
erous Spaniards, smooth-tongued Argen- 
tines and hard-looking brigands from Chile. 
The lower ciasses are chiefly sailors and 
shepherds, and among them you may find 
as Many rough characters as in our mining 
camps of the west: There are no licensed 
gambling dens or sporting houses, but 
there are plenty of saloons, managed by 
hard-featured young women, who sit in 
the doorways during the day and smoke 
cigarettes. Knots of bearded@ men, with 
their trousers in their boots, and clothes 
of all descriptions, are to be seen on the 
street. There afe plenty of Spaniards, and 
I have severai times been warned to be 
careful as I go about after nightfall, as 
the Spanish knife has just now a magnetic 
attraction for the American’s body, and 
as most of thege men are prone to stab in 
the back. The order kept is, however, very 
good, considering the population. The gov- 
ernor of the Magellans lives here. He is 
appointed by the president of Chile, and 
he rules not only the Magellans, but the 
whole of the islands of the Tierra del Fue- 
gan archipelago. He has four hundred 
soldiers stationed in the city. You hear 
the military bands playing at 9 in the 
morning, when they begin their drill, and 
again at sunset, or at 4 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon, The soldiers act the police. 
Each of them has a long sword at hls side, 
and he doe#not scruple to use it in making 
an arrest. Of late some of the soldiers 
have been using sword-canes. You think 
they have nothing but a walking stick, 
but if you resist them they jerk the stick 
apart and give you a thrust under the 
fifth rib with a sharp blade of steel. I 
took a photograph of some of the police- 
men today in front of the cuartel, or police 
station, and a moment later I met the 
out. of the club, and, 
with his permission, photographed him. 
Town of Clubs, Cocktails, Champagne. 

It seems funny to think of a club down 
here on the Magellans, in the home of the 
guanaco, the seal, the whale and the naked 
aborigines! But Punta Arenas has its 
clubs, where the better classes of men meet 
for a social good time, a game of poker 
and a bit of liquid refreshment. The club 
is also the fire company, for here, as in 
many of these South American cities, the 
fire company is composed of the best men 
In the place. In Punta Arenas the club 
parlors are over the engine room. Thev 
are well furnished. They have two billiara 
tables, two poker rooms, a reading room 
and last. but not least, a bar. The bar is 
to be found In every club and in every 
hotel in South America. It fs. as a rule, 
much patronized. At the German hotel 
where I am living in*>Punta Arenas you 
can get anything from a bottle of cham- 
pagne to a Manhattan cocktail, from a 
sherry and bitters to a glass of vermouth 
or a pousse cafe. There is a great deal of 
drinking at the hotel. We are so far south 
here that it is dark now at 4 p. m.. The 
guests have no loafing place but the bar- 
room, and every night at about 4 sheep 
farmers, merchants, clerks and others drop 
in to get their nip before dinner. As dinner 
does not come on until half-past 6, they 
have plenty of time to fill up before that. 
The favorite method of buying @rinks is 
by each man in the party throwing dice 
and the loser paying the bill. Liquors are 
very high here. This is so, notwithstand- 
ing that Punta Arenas {sg a free port and 
no duty is charged. Champagne costs 
twelve silver dollars a bottle. This last I 
know to my sorrow, for in a generous 
mood while talking sheep with a number 
of farmers last night I ordered champagne 
for the crowd. The bill Was astounding. 


Sheep Farming in Tierra Del Fuego. 
You can’t tel] a man down here by this 
clothes. One of these sheep farmers, a 
young fellow of thirty, whose Income runs 
into the tens of thousands a vear, wears 
a faded $10 velveteen suit. a T5-cent wool 
shirt, a slouch hat and a pair of high 
boots. Half the time his shirt is un- 
buttoned at the neck and to look at him 
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is our American consu}, who Is also inter- 
ested in many other things. His name is 
Maurice Braun. He is a Russian by birth. 
but the most of hig life has been spent ‘n 
the Magellans. He has 340,000 acres in 
Tierra del Fuego, and is interested ina 
number of other large farms there and on 
the mainland. He is a young man, but 
possésses remarkable business ability and 
makes a very excellent consul. 
On a Big Sheep Farm. 

The management of one of these large 
sheep farms is interesting. 

Take that of the company which has two 
and one-half million acres in Tierra del 
Fuego. Its one hundred thousand sheep 
are divided up into flocks of two thousand 
Each flock has a pasture tract about 
six miles square alloted to it. This is just 
the size of many .of our American town- 
ships, and if you will imagine a townsnip 
as one field you will have an idea of the 
ordinary Tierra del Fuego pasture. This, 
to many of our farmers, would seem a 
large amount of land ror this number of 
sheep, but the grass here is short, and in 
Tierra de] Fuego from two to three acres 
of pasture are required for each sheep. 
Every flock has its own snepherd, who 
watches the sheep on norseback. He has a 
number of dogs which he so trains that 
they will obey his signs, Most of the dogs 
are Scotch collies, which are very intelli- 
gent and which understand their mastere 
almost as well as though they could un- 
derstand language. When the shepherd 
makes a motion to the front they know 
that they are to go ahead, a motion to 
the rear calls them back and the raising of 
his hand in the air brings them to a stand- 
still, Other motions send them to the right 
and left, and in fact, they act for him al- 
most as well as if they were human beings. 
The shepherds are usually Scotchmen, who 
core here on five-year contracts at from 
$25 to $35 gold a month, with the under- 
standing that they are to have meat, fuel 
and houses free. [he meat mutton, 
the fuel they cywt titemselves and = their 
houses are little /two or three-room shanties 
scattered over/ the farm. They do not 
have very hard work for most of the year. 
They have to feed the seneep. This fs not 
hard, for al] tne feeding that the sheep get 
is from the pasture, for the grass is al- 
Ways green on the Magellans, and the 
sheep can graze in Tierra del Fuego all the 
year round, 

Shearing Sheep by Steam and by Hand 

They have a little harder work at shear- 
ing time, but here much of the work is 
done by professional shearers and the shep- 
herds only assist. The shearing time be- 
gins in January and on a big sheep siation 
it lasts for two months. The shewp are 
not washed before shearing. The wool is 
cleaned after it reaches tne European mar- 
ket. ‘The price paid the shearers $4.50 
per hundred Which rate a good 
man can make good Wages. 

Within the past year or so some flocks 
in Tierra de] fuego have been sheared by 
steam. A set ol Knives or ciippers, like 
those used by our barbers for clipping 
the hair snort, attaehed to a cord 1un- 
ning on an overhead puliey and a man 
moves these clippers over the skin of the 
sheep, clipping off the wool. This is said to 
make a cleaner and closer job and does not 
cut the skin. After sheanng the fleeces 
are carefully spread out, being laid one on 
top of the other, and so packed in bales 
of 30 pouncs each. The most of the wool 
goes to the Englrsh markets, where it 
brings from 8 to 25 cents a pound. All of 
these large stations have their managers, 
overseers and bookkKeepers,

men can get their supplies, and every

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after the best business methods. Sheep 
raising is by no means all rrofit. It takes 
money to make money here as well as 
elsewhere, I ‘theard of one farmer who paid 
$40,000 for “dip” last year. “Dip’’ is the 
term used for the fluld in which the sheep 
are washed several times a year to free 
them from the scabs, The scab is a parasite, 
which spreads so rapidly that it will infect 
a thousand sheep within a few days. 


Profits of Sheep Raising. 

And with all this does sheep farming 
pay? Yes, if you can get the land and the 
sheep. But the land about here and in 
Tierra del Fuego is all taken up, though I 
am tol@ that there is some to be bought 
in Argentine Patagonia. Much of the Chil- 
ean lands are held under lease from the 
government, but neariy all is in large 
tracts, which igs necessary on account of 
the thinness of the pasture. Sheep here 
are worth on the average about $2.0 gold 
a head. It is estimated that the ewes will 
produce an increase of about 45 per cent 
of the flock a year, and taking the wood 
and the increase into consideration every 
sheep in the flock should net the proprietor 
about a dollar a year. The number of em- 
ployees needed is comparatively small, and 
this is being considerably reduced by fenc- 
ing the pasture fields with wire. At pres- 
ent it takes a large capital to go into sheep 
raising in this part of the world, and con- 
sidering everything I should say that the 
chances for the ordinary American farmer 
or small investor would be hardly worthy 


of consideration.

“Good morning, Johnnies,’ said he, and 
a friensily conversation, then common be- 
tween pickets, was begun. 

One word brought on another until it 
was mentioned that it was Thanksgiy:ng 
day. A noble young confederate was do-

a friendiy time for an’hour or more, as the 
truce might be arranged. This trend wus 
changed by the young confederate banter- 
ing the yankee for an exchange some 
tobacco for some coffee, which was no soon- 
er than it was accepted, and 
preparations at once began to make the 
exchange, and fitting smiles began to slay 
over the grim faces of the contederates at 
the thought of having some sure enough 
coffee for breakfast. Our young confed- 
erate soon crossed over, talked and warmed 
a while in the yankee’s tent and then re- 
turned.to his own to have such & 
drinking of coffee as those who have never 
lived under a blockade could understand. 

The day moved along cheerful after this 
till about noon, when the confederates be- 
gan to make arrangements to get ready the 
scanty rations they had for their dinners. 
Then it was that this same yankee of the 
morning made is appearance again and 
hollered across that they wanted to divide 
some of the good things of their dinner 
with the ‘‘Johnies.’’ Of course the con- 
federates met the offer in the friendly 
spirit it was intended, and in a very short 
space of time the yankee came down to 
the ford on a horse and a large filled bag 
lay on the horse’s neck in front while the 
soldier had his arms filled with bundles. 
He was soon over the river and opened up 
what he had and I am sure there was 
never a‘happier man in giving than was 
this yankee when he saw the confederates 
bounce upon the good dinner and eat it 
to the health of all who were thankful for 
the occasion and friendly in its celebration, 

When the- dinner was over yankee and 
confederates sat around the fire and talked 
far quite awhile. Especially did our young 
confederate of the morning and this 
friendly yankee take to each other. The 
yankee had some pictures of his wife and 
three little children which he took great 
pride in showing and then the young con- 
federate run his hand away down in the 
lining of his gray jacket and brought out 
two pictures wrapped up in a piece of oil 
cloth—one was his wife, the other his little 
babe, just three months old when he left 
home. I think that tears dropped from the 
eyes of both these men, as they put up 
their pictures, shook hands and parted 
become enemies once again--such is war. 

It was not long after the above incidents 
till I was standing to the right of the bat- 
tery on Marye'’s Heights, i: front of Fred- 
ericksburg. I had some friends in Cobb's 
command and I watched the troops of 
Burnside as they strove to force their 
way over the rock fence that ran along the 
road down to the edge of the town.

In one 
I found the young confederate who crossed 
for the coffee—in the other I found’ the 
generous yankee who had brought the 
Thanksgiving dinner—sucb is war.

@ great change comes, there will be a re- 
publican successor to Edward Murphy, Jr., 
in the United States senate. 

Reports, also careful and unbiased, from 
every state in the union indicate that the 
next congress will be republican. The sen- 
ate will be republican by a small majority, 
and the house of representatives by a ma- 
jority of between fifteen and twenty. In 
presenting these facts it is wel] to warn 
the readers of The Herald that the cam- 
paign is atill In progress; that there are 
seven days more for artive campaigning, 
and that both parties are putting fcrth 
tremendous exertions. There is nothing 
in the situation anywhere to indicate to 
either a republican or democratic landside, 
but the unexpected may happen. All ex- 
perienced politicians agree that landsides 
come as surprises, and there is an omi- 
nous feeling of unrest in the middle west, 
as well as in the rural committees of the 
east. 

Three-Siged Fight in Pennsylvania. 

The reports from Pennsylvania indicate 
that notwithstanding the better efforts 
made by Quay, hig republican candidate 
for governor, Stone, will be elected by a 
largely decreased plurality. The fight is 
three-sided, and while it is conceded that 
the Rev. Dr. Swallow, who is running as 
the prohibition candidate on the platform, 
“Thou shalt not steal,” will make a tre- 
mendous gain on his vote of last year for 
state treasurer, stil] no one at present ex- 
pects to see him elected, and the democratic 
candidate nominated as a decoy duck by 
Quay will not pol] the full strength of his 
party. A remarkable campaign is being 
carried on in New Jersey. The indications 
are that Foster Voorhees, republican, will 
be elected governor by a slight -najority, 
and that the legislature will be democratic 
On joint ballot, thus returning James 
Smith, Jr.. to the United States senate. In 
Connecticut the republicans will probably 
elect representatives in every district. New 
England bids fair to ‘present its usual] un- 
broken republican front. The fustonists, 
under the lead of Bryan, will be surcessful 
in Nebraska. The republicans over-reached 
themselves there in refusing to muster 
out his regiment, thus creating sympathy 
for him, which is being used to the best 
advantage by his politica] friends. 

In the middle west there are conflicting 
reports. The democrats claim that they 
will make a sweep there, but the chances 
are not favorable to a fulfillment of this 
prophecy. 

On the Pacific Coast. 

On the Pacific coast the republicans more 
than hold their own. The effect of the 
sound money victory in Oregon 1s felt by 
the republican party in California, which 
will elect a governor. Democratic silver 
fusion will win in Kansas, South Dakota 
and Nevada. Michigan, the state of Gen- 
eral Alger, secretary of war, will probably 
maintain its republican position. 

In Ohio there is no probability of republl- 
can reverses, although the democrats are 
making boasts of gains in some congres- 
sional] districts. 

The republicans and populists have united 
in North Carolina and claim that they will 
contro] the legislature. This is disputed by 
the democrats, who claim the legislature, 
and also insist that they will have a solid 
delegation in congress. , 

The Leading Fight. 

But the fight of the year is in New York 
state. The eyes of the country are upon the 
spectacular contest between Theodore 
Roosevelt and Augustus Van Wyck for the 
governorship. It is a great struggle be- 
tween the cities and the rural localities. 
Republican apathy,which threatened Roose- 
velt with overwhelming defeat two weeks 
ago, has very largely disappeared. Although 
political prophets shook their heads omin- 
ously when he went on his tour through the 
state, it ‘s conceded in all sides that only by 
making this tour did he instill any life into 
the republican campaign. 

The Herald's figures put Van Wyck in the 
lead about 7,000, but as already stated, thers 
is still a week in which this situation may 
change either for Van Wyck to gain even 
a greater lead or for Roosevelt to overcome 
advantage the democratic candidate 
has. 

In the county of New York the situation 
has been complicated by the introduction 
of the issue that the judiciary must be in- 
dependent of political control. This may or 
may not bea factor in influencing votes for 
the governorship. 

A conservative estimate as to Van Wyck’'s 
majority in New York county is 65,000. Mr. 
Croker is claiming it by 95,000. 

The democrats will make gains in the 
senate and also in the assembly. The con- 
test in the fourteenth congressional dis- 
trict {s attracting great attention outside 
of the state as well as in it, and democrats 
are now predicting that they will overcome 
Lemuel FE. Quigs’s tremendous majority 
there and elect Captain Wililam Astor 
Chanler. Interest is added to this contrast 
because of the fact that it was Mr. Quigg. 
representing Mr. Platt, who led the party 
to defeat last year by nominating General 
Tracy for mayor. The friends of Seth Low 
are using all their efforts to defeat Mr. 
Quigg. 

German Vote Against Roosevelt. 

The returns from the cities in the inte- 
rior of the state are largely influenced 
by the excise question.

The best information that The 
Herald can obtain is that, notwithstanding 
the governor's apparently loyal support 
of Rooseveit, Rensselaer will go for Van 
Wyck by a small majority. The contest 
there is being led on the democratic side 
by Senator Murphy, whose crowning am- 
bition to drive Frank 8S. Black from 
public life. In this respect the contest 
im Rensselaer is one to the death between 
these two remarkable men. Another con- 
test that interests the people of the whole 
state is the fight that is being made to 
retire Senator Timothy E. Ellsworth, the 
sponsor of the “‘press gag" bill, to private 
life. His district is normally republican, 
but it has become so obnoxious to the 
voters. as well as to the newspapers that 
circulate in that territory, that he is a 
very heavy load and his defeat is predicted. 
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It is believed that his candidacy has af- 
fected Colonel Roosevelt’s chances to the 
extent of several thousand votes.

The republican managers have figured it 
out that a campaign on these lines will 
drive to the support of the republican con- 
gressional candidates all those who sup- 
ported McKinley in 189% and that some peo- 
ple, at least, would be fooled bythe Span- 
ish war talk. They are greatly disturbed, 
therefore, at the persistence with which the 
people of New York and Pennsylvania, for 
instance, coritinue in the belief that tne sal- 
vation of the country does not altogether 
depend upon the election of Roosevelt as 
governor or the election of a Quay legisla- 
ture to sit at Harrisburg. They are also 
greatly disturbed to note that‘the white 
people of North Carolina have tired of 
the negro domination which the republican- 
populist combination ‘has brought; that tbe 
people of Virginia have tired of the cheap 
spec.mens_ of congressmen which the re- 
publicans have been seating from some of 
the really democrafe districts; that promi- 
nent men in all the states who were led off 
from the democratic party by the “sound” 
money cry of the presidential campaign 
have sickened of their bargain, and that 
thousands of republicans who were led by 
the campaign promises to believe that the 
republican president was at heart a bi- 
metallist have had their eyes dDpened—that 
all these elements are combining to knock 
the predictions of republican victory in the 
head. 

Bad for Republicans Just Now. 

All along the line the republican cam- 
paign seems at this stage to be in danger. 
The wise man called upon to make predic- 
tions is always a bit chary, because there 
are many chances of something springing 
up at the last minute to change the ap- 
parently certain results. In the campaign 
of 189% things were looking all right for 
the Bryan ticket in Chicago, for instance, 
up to almost the last ‘hour, when Hanna's 
barrel was so skillfully tapped that it 
brought into the republican fold every vote 
that was purchasable and gave the republi- 
Cans a great majority there. 

There is yet a chance of something of 
that kind happening in this campaign. As 
it stands, however, the chances are not 
only bright for the election of a majority 
of the house, but for the retention of an 
anti-administration contrvl of the senate, 
and that is something the democratic lead- 
ers have not counted on at all. 

Up to this time it has generally been 
conceded that the republicans had@ the 
best kind of grounds for their claims that 
whether they got the ‘house or not, they 
would surely get control of the senate. 
To accomplish this they have counted 
on gaining seats in New York, New Jersey, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin, Indiana and 
California and holding their own in several 
states where they now have senators, but 
In which the indications have been against 
them, such as Wyoming and Washing- 
ton. 

Democratic Senatorial Chances. 

Now the advices received at democratic 
headquart@s, instead of being in the 
nature of itndorsement of the republican 
claims as they were at earlier in the 
contest, indicate that there is a strong 
possibility of the democrats not only hola- 
ing the seats they now have, but gain- 
ing. , 

Of those whose terms expire and about 
whom there has at any time been doubt, 
Senator Allen, of Nebraska, will undoubt- 
edly be returned, as will Senator Mantle, 
or somé other silver man from Montana. 
and Senator Cannon or some other silver 
man from Utah. The seat from Delaware 
now held by Senator Gray is in doubt, 
but from a democratic standpoint a repub- 
lican would be practically as acceptable 
as the present gold standaré senator. There 
is a good chance for the democrats to 
gain the seats in Wyoming and Washing- 
ton held by Clark and Wilson, respective- 
ly, which would act as an offset to the 
republican alraady chosen to succeed Sena- 
tor Gorman from Maryland and the repub- 
lican who will probably be chosen to suc- 
ceed Senator Roach in North Dakota. But 
the democrats hope to retain this latter 
seat and the recent advices indicate the 
bare possibility of holding the seat from 
Wisconsin, though up to now there has 
been no thought of such a possibility. The 
chances are against it. 

Where Chaos Reigns. 

There is, however, a bare chance to beat 
Julius Caesar Burrows in Michigan, and 
perhaps an even chance of beating Matt 
Quay with a democrat. In both these 
states things are in such a muddle that no 
man can tell the possible outcome of it all, 
and there therefore, the possibility—it 
may be small—of democrats being chosen. 
As for the other states which the repub- 
licans have been: claiming—West Virginia, 
New York, New Jersey, Indiana and Cali- 
fornia—the democratic chances seem as 
good as those of their opponents. 

In New York the republicans have begun 
to figure ont how they can carry the state 
even if they fail to elect their governor. 
and are apparently able to derive some 
comfort from the figures they are prod‘iec- 
ing. The probabilities are, however, that 
if there is not endvgeh to the Roosevelt 
movement to carry it through to success, it 
will be found to have so little substance 
that there will be practical collapse, in 
which case the democrats would certainly 
re-elect Senator Murphy. 

In New Jersey what was some time ago 
considered a hopeless situation has become 
decidedly hopeful and the best advices state 
that while the result is in doubt, the dem- 
ocratic chances are the best.’ 

In West Virginia Senator Elkins has 
thrown the weight of all his tnfluence into 
the balance in the hope of electing a re- 
publican colleague, but the democrats are 
hopeful, despite the fact that the republl- 
cans have enough hold-over senators to de- 
cide in case the November elections are at 
all close. 

California and Indiana. 

The eariler advices trom California were 
in favor of the democrats, but the republi- 
can committee claims to have » hest 
advices contrary, and a -s-good dea! 
has been printed in the local papers about 
the certainty of the republicans making a 
couple of gains jin the congressional dele- 
gation and defeating Judge Maguire, the 
democratic candidate for governor, who 
has been regarded up to now the strongest 
man in the state. I Know nothing about 
the situation out there. The senatorship 
will doubtless depend on the result in the 
contest for the governorship and the 
chances seem about even. 

In Indiana the democrats had little hope

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Jemes G. Craig, a Georgia ,boy who is 4 
Hevtenant in the hospital corps with the 
army at Porto Rico, has written the foilow- 
ing letter to The Constitution, in which 
he gives a vivid description of the isiand 
and tells of the interesting and bloodless 
campaign under General Brooke: 

“Gvayama, Porto Rico, September 12, 1898. 
As a few lines about Porto Rico might be 
of interest to you, I will endeavor to give 
you a slight idea of the campaign of the 
First army corps, unaer command of Gen- 
eral Brooke. 

“After a very pleasant voyage from New- 
port News, Va., on the transport Massachu- 
setts, we entered the Mona passage August 
ist. Steaming through the passage, we 
cverhauled the transport Seneca, whose 
captain megaphoned us to proceed to Ponce 
by order of General Miles. We had on 
bord troop H, Sixth cavalry, and com- 
pany F, EBiehth reriment regulars, the city 
troep cf Philidelphic. two troops New 
Yerk cavalry, the reserve ambulance com- 
pany und the hospiial corps: also inree 
companies signal corps—in all about 1,200 
men and officers and 1,950 head of stock. 
Passing a beautiful little island at the en- 
trance te the harbur of Ponce, on which 
there is a lighthouse, we were all looking 
forwerd to the time to land. When we 
ran into a sandbank and were hung up fer 
two days. The nignt of August 3d we were 
unloaded in birges and taken ashore. Our 
horses had to be placed in canvas swings 
end lowered into the water. It was a tough 
p’oposition to get them to ‘and. Af*er 
landing and getting things into shape, we 
coramenced our merch from the harbor of 
Parce to the city, six miles away. We 
arrived without incident at 3 a m, and the 
cocks began getting breakfast, wnich was 
served at 6 a. m. HMurdtack, sowbelly und 
coffee ccmpored the meal—not a very in- 
viung repast after the hard task of unload- 
ing and the march to the camp. Next day 
the city surrendered, and it was a sight 
to be renembered to see the stars and 
stripes hoisted in place of the sickly-lcooking 
banner of Spain. Hats were then thrown 
in the air, the bands played and many a 
soldier had sore throat before the cheer- 
ing died away. The Sixteenth Pennsylva- 
nia followed the retreating Spaniards to- 
ward San Juan; also the Nineteenth regu- 
lars, the Fourteenth Ohio and Third Lili- 
nois; also Sixth cavalry, troop H and com- 
panies H and F, Highth infantry. were or- 
dered on to Arroyo, on the south coast, 
where they had a brush with the enemy. 
The Spaniards retreated to the mountains 
toward Guayama. Then the reserve ambu- 
lance company was calied into action. This 
company follows the firing line, getting 
up the wounded and exhausted. AS we 
drew nearer to Guayama the fighting be- 
came more brisk and as we got within the 
city it was pretty hot. The enemy made 
a good stand just north of the cathedral, 
but with a good old American rush, they 
were forced to retreat up the mountains to 
the blockhouges. The city was now in the 
hands of the American forces, but they 
were constantly threatened by the enemy. 
The position of the Spanish was very strong 
and any attempt to dislodge them would 
have cost dearly. Their biockhouses were 
fortified for two miles each way, and being 
on the top of the ridge, no movement could 
be made under cover. The siege and dyna- 
mite guns, with great effort, were placed 
in position and the Third Illinois sent 
around to the northern side to take them 
in the rear and prevent their retreat to- 
ward San Juan. Just as everything was 
ready for the assault the message came 
from Ponce that hostilities had been sus- 
pended.’ The men were sorely disappointed. 

“I forgot to mention that a battalion of 
the Fourth Ohio sent out to locate the en- 
trenchments of the enemy, ran into an am- 
bush and got a very hot reception. Some 
one ordered a retreat (Captain Biddle | 
charged with being the man) and a stam- 
pede resulted. They left the section of am- 
bulance men to hold the bag-and we man- 
aged to pick up the seven wounded men 
they had left on the mountain side: also 
many gung and even cartridge belts. I wish 
we could have had a company of good old 
Georgia boys with us, and I think things 
world have gone differentiy, but I mear the 
Georgia troops have been coffee cooling, 
and have never got Out of the states. Well, 
they may thank their lucky stars that they 
didn't, for some of the Willie boys and 
m?mma’s darlings would surely have had 
a rocky road to travel—also some of the 
gentlemen who had a political pull and no 
military experience. It certainly is a shame 
that so many good men were sacrificed by 
such a gang of incompetents, who didn't 
know ‘column right’ from ‘to the rear, 
march.’ 

Scenery Very Beautiful. 

“There is a range of mountains running 
the whole length of the island from east 
to west. The land rises gradually from the 
sea on the south to the mountaina and 
gently slopes from the ridge to the Atlantic 
on the north. The valleys are very fertile 
and for the primitive mode of farming arw 
very well cultivated.

Fortuna plantation, where 
we ‘camped the first night out of Ponce, 
is very large, and is said to be worth half 
a million dollars. All kinds of fruits abount. 

The lime, 
lemon, bread fruit, pomegranate, banana 
and many others can be had for the gath-

Flowers are in profusion around 
every hduse—the poorest people having 
Plants that would be prized by any lady 
in America, and they are always ready to 
give the boys any amount of them. The 
main buildings in all the cities are the 
churches and theaters. Some of the wealth- 
ler people have very pretty cottages, but 
nothing imposing. The theater Perla, in 
Ponce, will compare favorably with any in 
the larger American cities. There are no 
Seats in the churches. The worshipers 
knee] on the bare stone floor for half or 
three-quarters of an hour at a time and 
don’t seem to mind it at all. The priests 
(Jesuit) are never idle, and there are not 
many minutes during the day that services

State Entomologist Issues Paper Giv- 
ing Fruit Growers a Process. 


INSECT INCREASING IN SsTATE 


Most Successful Plan Is To Use Solu- 
tion of Kerosene Oil with Wa- 
ter on the Fruit Trees.

W. M. Scott, the state entomologist, has 
published a paper giving in detail the way 
in which to control the San Jose scale, the 
insect that is infesting many fruit farms 
in the state. The ravages of the insect 
have grown larger every year and the en- 
tomologist has made a special study of the 
San Jose scale and the condition in which 
it lives in order to tell the fruit growers 
of Georgia how to get rid of it. The fol- 
lowing is the paper of the state entomol- 
Ogist: 

“It was our intention to issue a bulletin 
dealing with the San Jose scale and giving 
full directions for its control, which sRould 
be circulated throughout the state, but the 
limited means at the disposal of the depart- 
ment of agriculture will not admit of such 
a publication and we will have to rely upon 
the courtesy of the press of the state to 
reach those farmers and fruit growere 
who may be so unfortunate as to have their 
premises infested with this pernicious in- 
sect. My report to the commissioner of 
agriculture, .which is incorporated in the 
annual of the department of agriculture 
for 1898, deals with this subject, but the

“The fruit growing interest of Georgia 
is increasing and the last peach crop, the 
most magnificent crop the state has ever 
Known, places her among the first peach 
producing states in the union. About 2,100 
cars of peaches of the very finest quality 
were shipped from the state the past seéa- 
Son, and it behooves us to protect sacu an 
important interest from the inroads ct per- 
nicious insects and diseases waich n iiturally 
increase with the output of plaats. 

“The San Jose scale, an insect pest which 
threatens the fruit interests of the state, is 
the most dangerous enemy that we nave at 
present to combat. It is now known to ex- 
ist in twenty-four counties in the state, 
involving 134 separate premises, with its 
probable existence in several «other suspi- 
cious counties that I have not yet been 
able to inspect. It is an appalling fact that 


| Over 100,000 orchard trees—principally rpeach- 


es, some plums—have been dug up this 
Season on account of the San Jose scale. 
It is our intention to have every orhard 
Known to be infested either treaied or de- 
Stroyed, and only by such vigorous meas- 
ures can the pest be controlled. 

In the report as cited adove three lit es 
of treatment were discussed, viz: 1. Hv- 
Crocyani¢ acid gas. 2. Kerosene in mee iaj- 
ileal mixture with water. 3. Whale vil soap. 

In this brief article we will only review 
the kerosene treatment, which, consider- 
ing efficiency combined with simplicity and 
cheapness, is the best. Since pure kero- 
sene is highly injurious to plants, it must 
ng applied in diluted form to avoid this 
njury. Kerosene and Water, as is wel] 
known, will not mix when poured to- 
Sether. This mixing Is accomplished by 
means of a kerosene sprayer, which can 
be obtained from the Deming Company, Sa- 
lem, O. The two liquids are mechanically 
mixed in the act of making the application 
lo the trees. 

“We have determined by numerous ex- 
periments that 5 per cent kerosene go di- 
luted with water applied in the dormant 
Season and 15 per cent applied in the gTrow- 
ing season, will not injure the orchard 
trees and wil] be eftective against the scale. 

“In the fall, goon after the foliage 
Shed, say about the first of November. 
Spray thoroughly with the 25 per cent mix- 
ture (one part of oil, and three parts @ 
water), The trees sould be thoroughly 
wet so that not a dry Spot as large as a 
pin head will be left. These almost micro- 
écopic creatures are sO Minute that a very 
small spot on the bark left untouched 
with the spray may save a dozen of them, 
and these would be sufficient to thor- 
oughly restock the tree the following sea- 
Son. At the same time the tree should 
not be drenched and left dripping, as there 
is some danger to plants in the jndiscrim- 
inate use of kerosene. 

“The usual annual pruning of the trees 
can be done at any time during the win- 
ter after the first application of the rem- 
edy, and at the same time care should he 
taken to remove all trash, as leaves and 
bird nests, that may be attached to the 
bark or lodged in the forks of limbs. Such 
trash affords protection for the scales. 

“Then, in the spring, just before the 
buds begin to swell, make a second appli- 
cation of the same 25 per cent mixture. 
In case of a jarge orchard the work should 
begin early enough to be finished before 
the fruit buds are fully opened. 

“In making both applications, bright, dry 
days shouid be selected for the work to in- 
éure evaporation of the oll to avofd injury 
to the trees, and the finest possible spray 
should be produced. 

“Our experiments, which cannot be given 
here, have shown that such a course of 
treatment, if properly pursued, will pretty 
well clean an orchard of this dreaded pest. 
It must be understood, however, that some 
of the scales will almost certainly escape, 
and it may be necessary to apply the 
same remedy a year or two after; in fact, it 
is a continua) fight. When one once gets 
it on his premises, he has a permanent 
est unless he should dig up and destroy 
his whole orchard, which, after all, is the 
best plan in a great many cases. But it 
can be controlled and fruit culture contin- 
ued, and energetic fruit growers who are 
in the business to stay will control it in 
spite of its perniciousness.

The members of the triennial convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal church during 
the course of their recent meeting paid a 
visit to the ruins of America’s first Prot- 
estant church, which are located at James- 
town, Va. 

This historic edifice, the tower of which 
is all that now remains, was ereted in 1610 
at Jamestown by Lord Delaware, and in it 
the first Protestant settlers gathered to 
worship. It was in this churah that Poca- 
hontas, who saved the life of, John Smith, 
was baptized and in this church she was 
married to Wolfe. The spot is rich in 
colonial memories. 

The oldest Protestant churah in America 
now in use is the “Old Brick church,” Isie 
of Wight, Va. This church was erected in 
1632, and is now in good repair and in 


use. 

In telling of the visit of the members of 
the triennial convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal church to the ruins of the old 
church at Jamestown, Va., The New York 
hieraid says: , 

“On a jonely little island in one of the 
broad sirewhes Of Wa:ier where the James 
liver, sweeping through the 
B10n of Virginia reacnes Out for the sea, a 
ccumbiing tower of brick stands as a mon- 
ument to the establishment of tne Protest- 
ant religion in America. It marks the spot 
aiso where the first English settiement was 
lucated and where thousands of men, wo- 
men and children, pioneers in the cause of 
religion and humanity, found untimely 
deaths from famme, disease and massacre. 

“The tower is all tmat is left of the first 
Engiish chureh, erected in 1610, by Lord 
Veiaware, ‘wherein should be conducted 
Christian worship in accordance with the 
rites of the Chureh of England.’ 

‘hose who have taken tne trouble to in- 
vestigate the records of the early days find 
a great deal of material dealing with the 
Jamestown colony and the religious feature 
of its establishment. There is even a de- 
scription of the church, of which this tower 
now alone remains intact. 

* ‘It is in length three-score foote,”” says 
the old chronicie, ‘In breadth twenty-four, 
and shall have a chancel in it of cedar, and 
a communion table of Blake Walnut: and 
all the pews in it of cedar, a pulpit of the 
same, with a font hewn hoilow like a 
Canoe, with two Bels at the West End. 

‘* “The Captaine General doth cause it to 
be kept passing sweete and trimed up with 
aivers flowers, with a sexton belonging to 
it. And in it every Sunday we have ser- 
mons twice a day and every Lhursday 
a sermon and every morning at the ringing 
of a bel about ten of the ciock eyery man 
addresseth himself to prayer and so at 
tvure o'clock before supper. 

oe “suvery Sunuay, When che lord governor 
and the Captain general goeth to church 
he is accompanied with al) the counsellors: 


and al] the gentlemen, with a guard of | 


Haiberdiers in his lordship’s livery. faire 
red cloakes to the number of fifty both on 
each side and behind him; and being in the 
Church, his lordship hath his seat in the 
Quier, in a green veivet chaire, with a 
cloath, with a velvet cushion spread on the 
table before him on which he kneeleth and 
cn each side set his counsell, captaines and 
officers, each in their piace.’ 

“This recitation of the moral conduct of 
the colonists is greatly prized by the Vir- 
ginians and by them set up as contradiction 
of the popular idea that the early eettlers 
were a roystering and godless set. 

“Later, in 1614, when Sir Thomas Dale 
became governor, the religious ceremonies 
were, if anything, more strict than before. 
He carried the sword and the scripture to- 
gether Into the new world, and insisted 
upon adherence to the one as rigorously as 
he wielded the other. 

“Interesting also is the account 
daily routine of the colonists about this 
period, showing a fervent admixture of 
religious devotion with the ordinary duties 
of life. The records say: 

* *They worked f:om'5 o’clock In the morn- 
ing until 10, and from 2 in the afternoon 
until 4: at both which times they are pro- 
vided of spiritual and corporal reliefe. First, 
they enter the church and make their 
praires unto God; next, they return to their 
houses and receive their proportion of food. 

“*The churdh referred to was not the

Upon viewing this 
it was that Lord Delaware ordered an ap- 
propriate church to be built. 

“ “The first Protestant divine to preach on 
American soll was the Rev. Robert Hunt. 
He accompanied aot one Newport on the 
voyage of the colonfsts in the three ships, 
the Susan Constant, the Godspeed and the 
Discovery. They landed at Jamestown 


about the middle of May. 1607. and their | 


first act upon going ashore was to hold 
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kingdom of righteousness established on 
the earth, (not in heaven) and it is to fill 
the whole earth and it shall stand forever.

benefits of harmony enjoyed by the colo- 
nists during his life. 

***In the church erected upon the island 
Pochuhontas, the Indian maiden who saved 
John Smits4 afe, was baptized, and there 
she was married to Rolfe, the Englishman. 
Their descendants are found in Virginia to 
this day. The first legislative body of 
Englishmen which ever met in America as- 
sembled in the church to legislate for the 
little colony, and this was a year and a 
haif before the Pilgrims landed at Ply- 
mouth. 

“‘*Associated with this first 
church, now a crumbling remnant of a 
ruin, is the “Old Brick Church,”’ at isle of 
Wight, a post hamlet founded by the V'Ir- 
xinia colony. This old church was built in 
18f2, and is accepted by antiquarians as the 
oldest ProtestanMt Episcopal church now 
standing on the continent and used as a 
house of worship, if not the oldest of any 
denomination. 

* ‘After the revolution the church was call- 
ed St. Luke’s. and though greatliv tniured 
and threatened with destruction by storm 
and the fire of war. ‘t is now in perfect 
renair, a sturdy sanctvary. with massive 
tower and solid walls.’ ”

REPORTS ARE MADE FOR 
FOREIGN MISSIONS 


At the eighty-ninth session of the Ameri- 
can ‘board of commissioners for foreign 
miss.ons held in Grand Rapids, Mich., re- 
cently interesting reports were rendered. 

F. H. Wiggins submitted a summary of 
the report of the treasurer, which showed 
that the expenditures for the support of 
missions were $623,016, cost of agencies $20,- 
973, cost of publications $10,763, cost of ad- 
ministration $27,616, and the total expenses 
$727,500. The receipts were $687,208. The de- 
ficit on August 31; 1898. was $40,291. 

The annual report of the home depart- 
ment was presented by its secretary, Rev. 
Charles H, Daniels, of Boston. The report 
Showed that 3,333 churches shared in the 
Support of the work during the fiscal] year, 
and 2,281 d:d not contribute. The regular 
gifts from churches, societies and indi- 
Viduals were $431,489.26, a gain from the 
previous year of $14,489.11. In the atter 
of legacies, there was an increase over 
the previous year of $68,742... 
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The receipts for the year from all sources, 
omitting sums received for the debt.. were 
$661,307, a gain over last year of $18,023, but 
less than the average for the last five 
years by $40,000. 

With the total receipts for the year, 
$661,307, and with the total expenditures 
for the year, $482.369.84. the obligations rest- 
ing on the hoard for the operations of the 
year are $21,062.84. The debt at the close 
of last year was $45,130.50, and upon this 
debt $25,991.98 has been received. leaving 
a balance due on the old debt of $19,128.52. 
The total obligations resting upon the 
board August 31, 1898, were $40,291.36. or 
about $5,000 less than one year ago.

OMICIDE 
cinta BE DECREASED. 

Rev. Wyllys Rede, pastor of the Church 
of the Incarnation, West End, has an in- 
teresting afticle in the October North 
American Review which deals with the 
problem of homicide. ‘fhe article, which 
has attracted wide attention, is In full as 
follows: 

“Every American reader must have been 
profoundly impressed by Professor’ Cesare 
Lombroso’s recent discussion of the in- 
crease of homicide in the United States by 
the appalling revelations which he makes, 
by his masterly treatment of the whole 
great probiem and by the practical wisdom 
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of the remedies which he recommends. | 


While probably few would pretend to such 
a knowledge of scientific criminology as 
would warrant them in an attempt to crit- 


icise the learned professors theories, it 
may be admissible to suggest two or three 
amendments growing out of actual expe- 
rience and close observation in the very 
midst of the conditions at which he looks 
from an outside standpoint. An inside 
view by no means lessens the seriousness 
or the complicated character of the situa- 
tion, but it suggests several considera- 
tions which seem to have escaped the 
sharp eye of the Italian criminelogist. It 
points out very distinctly three great caus- 
es of the disease to which*he has made no 
allusion and for which he has_ suggested 
no remedy. 

‘) It eannot be denied by any one at 
all familiar with our conditions of life tn 
America that one of the chief factors which 
have contributed toward the increase of 
homicide has been the pardoning power 
lodged in the highest officials of our 6tate 
and municipal governments. We feel 
quite sure that a close inquiry would re- 
veal the fact that the hope of pardon after 
conviction the courts of law has been 
distinctly present in the minds of many 
criminals as likely to secure immunity from

to lustful brutality. On our western p.dllis, 
in mining and manufacturing regivhs, 
where the foreign element is large, and es- 
peclaily the southern states, where the 
black race predominates and where large 
numbers of men are employed in domestic 
duties, the of women reaches 
it maximum. It may be safe.y said that 
no womidn in our southern states iS ever 
entirely free from the danger of assault. 
This is the chief cause of the greater prev- 
alence of homicide in this section, and at 
the same time, of the frequency with which 
lynching is resorted to. It cannot rightly 
be left out of sight when the causes ol 
homicide are being sought. 

“2 Another element in the problem which 
must not be furgotten is the low standard 
of professional honor which is tolerated in 
our criminal courts. It is a notorious fact 
that practices prevail in them which would 
not be permitted in our other courts of 
law; lower standards of professiaqnal moral- 
ity have been allowed to establish them- 
selves there. Lawyers openly use dishon- 
est means for the defense of criminals 
which would be instantly ruled out from 
any other court, and yet their offenses ale 
overlooked and eondoned and the sacred 
cause of justice suffers. Until public op.n- 
jon demands of all lawyers employed in 
the defense of criminals a purer practice 
and a higher standard of professional in- 
tegrity, we must expect the crime of homi- 
cide to increase in our midst. 

“But now let us turn to the remedies 
which Professor Lombroso preseribes for 
this dangerous disease which afflicts our 
body politic. As has been indicated above, 
we should add several others to the excel- 
lent correctives proposed by him, 

‘), The pardoning power ought to be 
strictly limited or altogether abolished. 
Even in the hands of an upright and con- 
scientious public servant it may be, and 
often must, defeat the ends of justice. When 
entrusted absolutely to an unserupulous 
politictan (ignorant of law), toa weak and 
timorous character or to a _ big-hearted 
and impulsive man of the people, it is a 
dangerous power. Under all circumstances 
the knowledge that it is to be exercised 
must weaken and undermine the public 
sense of the inflexible force of law.. 

“9 We need to consider whether modern 
modes of life do not involve peculiar danger 
to womankind, and whether they cannot 
be so reformed as to secure for her greater 
safety from -criminal assault. We ought 
also to provide better police protection 
for her, such as would reasonably guaran- 
tee the speedy capture of any assailant 
upon her honor Finally, we should de- 
mand such prompt and summary execution 
of our laws against -criminal assault as 
will impress all who are tempted to the 
commission of this crime with the certain- 
of severe punishment. 

We must secure (by bringing to bear 
an enlightened public opinion upon our 
crimina] courts) a higher standard of pro- 
fessional morality. We cannot afford to 
be careless in this matter ,involving, as 
it does, our very dearest interests as cliti- 
zens and the dignity of the law. Men who 
lend themselves to unprofessional trickery 
and deliberately undertake the defeat of 
justice ought to be ostracised and openly 
condemned, not only by all good lawyers, 
but by all decent citizens, and their of- 
fenses ought to be made amenable to law. 

“4 One of Professor Lombroso’s remedies 
is, in our judgment, hardly heroic enough. 
It cannot be that he is fully aware of the 
aggravated nature of the disease. Amert- 
can ‘yellow journalism’ has gone to un- 
heard of lengths in the publication of crim- 
inal intelligence. It exerts an enormous 
influence in the development of crime and 
has become a menace to the security of our 
individua] and national life. Its pages are 
the most powerful incentive to crime and 
are quite as injurious to the welfare of our 
people as are the open doors of the brothel 
and the saloon. If we can regulate the 
one by law, we can and should reach and 
control the other by the same instrumen- 
tality. The time has come when journal- 
ism must be restrained by the strong hand 
of the law. ine true ‘freedom of the press’ 
will not thus be abridged. There ts no 
liberty guaranteed by our national prinet- 
ples to any man to endanger the life, Iib- 
erty or happiness of his fellow citizens 
in order to gratify his own greed of gain 
A bill lately before the legislature of New 
York provided that ‘any person who con- 
ducts a paper which corrupts, depraves, 
degrades or injures or has-a tendency to 
corrupt, deprave, degrade or inture 18 
mind or morals of the publie or of its read- 
ers of the people among whom it circu- 
lates is guilty of a misdemeanor.’ Such a 
law, wisely framed and with heavy penal- 
attached, should be enacted and en- 
forced in every state in the union 

“5. We cannot but feel that, after all 
Professor Lombroso has omitted all men- 
tion of the most needful of

Rosters of All the Regiments of Geor- 
gia Should Be Arranged 
at Once. 


Thirty yeare is the average life of a 
generation. Within that time there is a- 
most an entire change in the population of 
a town or city or community. Death plays 
the surest hand. Removals come next, 
and of the rest the children have grown to 
be men and women, and they are as good 
as new, for we old people know them not, 
neither do they know us. Often do young 
people say to me, “Why, I am a grandchild 
of your old friend.’’ Yes, a friend who has 
perhaps been dead for a score of years, 
and I had almost forgotten that he ever 
lived. I lived in Rome twenty-seven yeats, 
but now. I am a stranger in that city. 1 
Was ruminating about this because I hap- 
pened to ask Major Foute yesterday how 
many of his comrades he remembered, He 
shook his empty siveve and pondered. 
‘‘Thirty-five years ago,’”’ he said, “I could 
call the rol] of a hundred men in my com- 
pany, but now I dv not believe I could 
name over twenty without a strain of mind 
and memory. Most all of them are dead, and 
you know that when a man, a common man, 
dies he seems to drop out of thought or 
receilection. Oniy great men notable 
men or heroes are remembered long.”

A generation changes in thirty years, but 
our regiments and companies changed so 
radically in four years that they can hard- 
ly be identified even by their surviving com- 
races. I find in Colonel Avery's table that 
company A, First Georgia regulars, that

most every company had two or more. The 
Fourteenth regiment had four colonels. five 
lieutenant colonels, four majors and twen- 
ty captains. The Twenty-second regiment 
had twenty-four captains: the Twenty- 
sixth had twenty-seven captains: the 
Kighth cavalry shad thirty-one, and the 
Ninth had thirty-six. Of course the pri- 
vates suffered more frequent changes than 
the officers and the men are few who went 
in at the beginning of the war and came 
out at its close. But even those -few can- 
not remember all the changes—the killed 
in battle, the dead from other causes, the 
discharged, the transfers to other compa- 
nies and the recruits that continually came 
to fill up the ranks. Then there were some 
few deserters and thousands of prisoners 
taken, many of whom died in prison and 
were forgotten by their comrades. Georgia

My great-grandfather’s name is there, and 
Hy proud of it, and we veterans believe 
that the cause for which we fought was 
just as ‘holy as that. This is our faith. 
And now I am pleased to that my 
friend Dr. Catching, of Atlanta, has been 
inspired to write a book of confederate 
memories—not his own memories, but those 
of other people—veterans and their wives 
or widows. It is not to be the jamentations 
of Jeremiah, but an entertaining and in- 
Structive compendium of how we lived 
and got along during the Jatter part of the 
war, when the blockade was on us. and 
we had eaten up and worn out everything 
in all this southern land. He wants every- 
body who was in the war and has a story 
to tell that is funny or fantastic or pa- 
thetic or mixed, to write it down and send 
it to him to be put in the book. My wife 
Says she went through enough to make 
a book of her own, and our good neighbor, 
Mrs. Akin, has long since told us enough 
to make two or three books. But of course 
they must: make selections and mix up 
smiles with tears. Such a book would be 
a treasure in the family and would keep 
the dGhildren quiet of a winter night, as 
grandpa or grandma read to them these 
stories of the war. I tell you my young 
friends o f this generation, you don't know 
anything about the poverty of our people 
in 1864 and 1865. It was just awful to ex- 
perience, and it was sublime to witness 
the heroism with which our wives and 
mothers and sisters endured it. it makes 
me smile now to recal] the shabby genteel 
that hung around female garments and 
children’s clothes and cracked-up table- 
Waro and patched carpets. Why, there 
wasent a circus nor a monkey show nor 
a pound of sure enough coffee nor a lump 
of sugar nor a siick of candy nor any 
store clothes in all the confederacy; no, 
not even a dose of castor oil to follow up 
the green apples that the boys had over- 
loaded their stomachs with. Taik about 
your tan Shoes! Why, we dident have any 
other sort. Old Father Jenks made shoes 
for my boys and for my wife, too, out 
of calf skins that had been tanned in a 
tub, and the calf’s hair wag sticking out 
in patches, but they were good, if not 
pretty. I never see a pair of red glhoes 
now but they remind me of the war, and 
of poverty. I wouldent wear them. I made 
a boat In January, 1865, that dident have 
a nail in it, fgr there were no nails. I bored 
holes with a brace and bit and pegged it 
together with wooden pins, and it never 
Teakead a drop. DeF0e wrote Robinson 
Crusoe, and Dr. Goulding wrofe the Young 
Marooners, and they are excellent books, 
but authors had to strain their minds to 
make fiction read like facts.

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 

This great railway system, which Was in- 
augurated in 1828, celebrated its seveniletn 
ann.versary on the fourih of Jwy, last. 
lts corners.one was laid in Baitimore on tne 
Fourth of Juty, i8vs, by Cnarics Carrol, of 
Carrollton, then the iast surviving signer 
of the deciaration of independence. it 18 
therefore the oidest railroad in tae United 
Siates, and is now one ot the most im- 
portant and most extensive systems in cne 
worid. Its branch roads reach out like 
Briarean arms in every direction and to 
almost every importanc point, 

Its cornerstone, as iaid by Charles Car- 
roli, has been lost for fifty years by im- 
provements in the city of Baitimore, and 
ithe. necessary changing ot cracks and 
roadbeds, but it has just been discovered 
six feet below the suriace, in a govud state 
of preservation, and will be lified from its 
hiding place and planted upon a new mar- 
bie baSe and surmounted by a marble 
shaft. 

Although the protracted fight between 
the Pierpont Morgan party and the old 
Garrett-Johns Hopkins and Baltimore in- 
terests for control of the lines greatly 
damaged and hampered the great system, 
it is now recuperating and undergoing a 
general reorganization. All interests are 
now working harmoniously and ali dam- 
ages wrougnt by whese contiicting ele- 
ments will soon be overbalanced by a 
greater prosperity than the road has ever 
known é€ince the sixties. 

During our late civil 
tion was the main Stay 0 
armies and they couid not 
along without it. It is now 
traveler along the B. and 
seldom out of sight of:a 
conflict did not occur. Says the chief 
United States civil engineeer during hos- 
tilities: ‘“‘The old Baitimore and Ohio rail- 
road got it at every turn. How many 
cimes it was torn up no man can tell, but 
Several times durng the period that Il 
wus in command it was ripped from stem 
to stern, and 1 have often assisted in re- 
laying its tracks, working like an old-time 
tie-bucker, with pick and shovel. It ap- 
peared to be great sport to tear up the track 
of this railroad, pile the ties in heaps, fire 
them, place the rails across the fire, leave 
them there until they were rednot, then 
take them out and tie them around trees, 
like neckties, so that they had to be cut 
off, or it was necessary to cut the trees 
down to secure the iron, the rail being 
effectively destroyed for its original use, 
Thus it became necessary for the Baitimore 
and Ohio railroad to keep a duplicate of 
every rail and tie on hand at all times, 
and especially was this necessary in the 
case of bridge timbers, braces, etc., which 
che ‘Johnnies’ appeared to love more than 
they did their wives and sweethearts. On 
the night of July 4, 1864, | saw the fine sus- 
pension and railroad bridges across the 
Shenandoah burn down, and it almost 
brought tears to my eyes, as only the week 
before I had laid roadways over them and 
expected my work would be of some benefit 
to the government.

SECOND GEORGIA IS* 


They Will Go-To Work with Renewed Energy, and the 
Atlanta Relief Association Will Be 
Given New Impetus 


WHAT SOCIETY IS DOING 


Club Work and Social Pleasures 
of the Past Week—Gossip 


of Interest to Women. 


HE news that the Second regiment 
Georgia volunteers will, with the 
Third Georgia regiment, be retained 
in the service of their country, will inspire 
anew with patriotism the young women 
of Atlanta who were the first to organize 
permanently in the interest of the Georgia 
SoOldiers under the name of the Atlanta 

Relief Association. During the hot summer 
months these young women have worked 
With unceasing devotion to the cause for 
which they organiz2d, and no appeal made 
to them unheard. Although de- 
pending entirely on local support and con- 
tributions, they have made their work 
extend not only into state, but national 
aid, and it is, safe to say that no other 
organ.zation in the south has accomplished 
@ broader and more far-reaching work. 

To those who have contended that the 
government was possessed of sufficient 
weaith to take care of the soldiers, it may 
be said that in history the world over the 
part the worpen have taken in aiding their 
So.diers in times of war and peace has 
been a work of love and imercy. 

It is the only way that women have 
to show their love of country, and the 
patriotic assistance that has been rendered 
by. these young women but makes their 
part of the state’s history one of the 
brightest features of this period. 

Women properly are the ministering an- 
gels to the sick and wounded warriors, 
while the knowledge of their noble interest 
is the inspiration to the soldier in the mo- 
ment of his most trying conflicts. 

But aside from the sentiment embodied 
in the noble work of women in war times, 
they have, in their relief associations, 
met with practical needs in emergency 
cases where even wealth and gener- 
osity of the government did not meet the 
occasion. 

In the case of the volunteer regiments, 
where speedy organization did not admit 
of the regimenta! fund, which is used in 
emergency cases in the reguiar irmy, the 
work of the relief associations in the hos- 
Pitals has been indispensable, no one better 
appreciating this fact than the Georgia 
soidier who may have been ill during his 
time of encampment. , 

When the news came Friday tbat the 
retention of the Second regiment had been 
decided upon, the Miss Annie 
Nash, was besieged with telephone mes- 
Sages asking: ‘“‘How much money have we 
left?” “‘Have we enough to take care of 
both regiments?” “Just let me know what 
you need and I'll do my part toward get- 
ting more.’’ And had McKinley proclaimed 
that the entire Georgia mili- 
tia had been thrust upon the 
Atlanta Relief Association for aid, the 
earnestness of the young ladies to continue 
their work could not have been more evi- 
dent and enthusiastic. 

Miss Powell, the pres'dent, was in her 
office yesterday and being asked # she 
thought the young ladies of the association 
would be wil:ing to couwunue their work 
through the winter, she replied: ‘Why 
certainly they will, and I believe that the 
more Georg'a soldiers there are the 1 ore 
work the girls will do. The letters we 
daily receive expressing gratitude for the 
werk dome by the association ‘s a grest 
inspiration to the young ladies to continue 
the work, as we are told our work is in- 
spiring to the valor of the soldier.” 

Here Miss Powell exhtnited a number of 
letters on file and remarked: ‘These repre- 
sent in a sense some of the work we have 
done.

Last Sunday nighf the evangeiist, 
S.mpson, with a reputation, preached a 
missionary sermon and his’burning words 
of eloquence were so. persuasive that he 
raised $113,000 upon the spot. Women be- 
came so enthused over the appeal that af- 
ter they had thrown the contents of, their 
purses into the contribution basket, strip- 
ped their hands and ears of their rings, 
watches and other costly adornments and 
gave them to the heathen cause—to be sent 
to Asia and Africa. One woman, carried 
away by the singing and shouting, gave 
a check for $10,000. A poor washerwoman 
bent down and took trom the hiding place 
in her stocking $20 of her hard earned mon- 
ey. Is this charity or a religious frenzy? 
They have commented so often upon our 
Georgia campmeetings; this is not unlike 
them.

One day last week a young girl was over- 
heard asking Miss Wallace, the librarian, 
for “something about knight errantry.” 
“I don’¢ want a long account,’’ she added, 
“because it is too much trouble to read 
through a lengthy description in order jo 
find what I wish for a but 
just give me something It is 
this custom of using reference only 
literal, unvarnished accounts of the bare 
facts about a theme which makes most 
of the “‘papers” read before clubs and so- 
cleties so dry and uninteresting. ee 
preparing an article, the writer would sup- 
ply himself with all the material obtain- 
able and choose from that some striking 
incidents and anecdotes, the aates, statis- 
tics and the like may be woven in such a 
manner that they appeal much more strong- 
ly to the memory because of their asso- 
clation with what is really entertaining. 

“Children know much better what they 
need,’’ said Miss Wallace, ‘“‘than do their 
elders, and their demands are much more 
sensible. A child almost invariably asks 
for books which he has heard other people 
admire whether these works are old or 
not. We do not care for ‘Little Women 
and th® ‘Elsie Stories,’ because we have 
outgrown them, but they will always be 
favorites with the children., They are chil- 
dren’s classics. Grown people are not so 
sensible in their tastes, however. They do 
not wish to read the books their mothers 
haye read, because those are old-fashioned. 
Their demand is for new booxs, and they 
read very little else, 

‘Then, too,”’ she continued, “children 
learn so much more quickly ‘how to work 
for themselves in the library. The young 
boys from the Boys’ High school come to 
me at first for help in looking up refer- 
ences, but In three weeks’ time they have 
learned how to find what they wish for 
themselves, and they have no more trou- 
ble. They understand how to use the cat- 
alogue, and they are soon taught how to 
refer from one book to another. 
bue reach all the children to teach them 
about’ the books, in a few years the use 
would be much better un- 
derstood and it would be of untold benefit 
in all lines of work. The subject of the 
child and the library is attracting the 
attention of people interested in. library 
work all ovér the country, and improve- 
ment in this department is being daily in- 
creased, 

“What do old men and women read?” 
Miss Wallace was asked. “Are they par- 
tial to any particular form of literature?” 

“No,” she answered, ‘‘their selections are 
as varied as are those of the young people. 
One old gentleman wWho spends a great 
deal of time here chooses always the finest

This {improvement in the style of liter- 
ature chosen by young women and the 
books they read are largely instrument rl 
'n the formation of their characters—ls one 
of the strongest arguments in favor of 
women's Clubs and the organizations wo- 
men have established for educational prog- 
ress. 

“One class of books which has _ become 
popular in Atlanta only within the last four 
or five years,’’ said Miss Wallace, ‘is the 
genealogical collection. Before that time 
there was little demand for the ‘familly 
trees’ of Georgia people, but since the or- 
ganization and enlargement of the var.ous 
‘ancestral’ societies here, much interest is 
centered in researches of this kind. These 
are really the only stories of, the south 
which awaken much interest from south rm 
people. The southern romances and dialect 
stories which are so popular in the north 
are not appreciated here. Once when I was 
attending a library convention in the north 
@ prominent man from Ohio came to. me 
and asked me if I knew Tool Chandler 
Harris. ‘If you will introduce me to that 
man,’ he said, ‘I will go anywhere to meet 
him—across the country wherever he hap- 
pens to be.’ ” 

The directors of the Young Men’s Libra- 
ry are now searching for additions to their 
collection of books’ and pamphlets on Geor- 
ria history. This collection is as yet rather 
small, but very curious and 
while the history of the books the 
and the way they were obtained is very un- 
usual.

lv and dia not hesitate to tell what he 
knew of them, whether it was complimen- 
tary or not. So many unflattering truths 
are contained within these leaves that the 
Georgia families they described in sa pic- 
turesque a style bought up all the editions 
and destroyed them with _ exception of 
this one copy, which you can imagine is 
spicy reading matter to thees who know 
many Georgians.’’ 

Another volume obtained w ith some diffi- 
culty is “The Salzburgers.” @ story of 
some German Lutherans who settled in 
Ebenezer county. This book is also of much 
historical. value, since it is probably the 
only revord of this early habitation in 
Georgia. The “Georgia Historical Collec? 
tions,’’ which have been gathered together 
from pamphlets, legal document . and ‘many 
other sources by the Georgia Historical So- 
ciety, are also a most important addition 
to this department. Other valuable contri- 
butions to the story of Georgia are Rich- 
ard Maleolm Johnston's, Joel Chandler

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Considering National Quarantine. 

The agitation for the establishment 
of a national quarantine, like every 
other movement, finds opponents in 
strange localities. 

The Constitution has had occasion to 
draw attention to the overwhelming 
damage which has been done to the 
south by the nonsensical local quaran- 
tines which spring up every time a case 
of yellow fever is reported. Through 
some kind of mental aberration the idea 
has gone forth that yellow fever is as 
pestilentfal as the bubonic plague, and 
that the thing to do is not to come with- 
in a thousand miles of it. Thus when 
a little country town on theedge of the 
Mexican gulf develops a case of yellow 
fever we see every little intendant for 
five hundred miles rushing out, shotgun 
in hand, to establish a quarantine, thus 
demoralizing travel, commerce and the 
public business at large. People fly 
away from comfortable homes to meet 
with all discomforts of refugeeing, and 
the word goes forth that an entire em- 
pire of territory is stricken, when such 
is not the case. We find the little vil- 
lages quarantining against the large 
towns, and Memphis, Birmingham, Chat- 
tanooga, Galveston, all are bunched to- 
gether and made to suffer from a sense- 
less fright which could be witnessed no- 
where else in the world. 

During the last few months we have 
bad an example of this in Mississippi 
and Louisiana. At no time was there a 
necessity for the scare which existed 
and at no time did the people who fied 
from their homes benefit themselves. 
Yet the agent of local quarantine was 
lord of all he surveyed. What mattered 
it to him if business perished, if lives 
were lost, if states were demoralized, 
he was for the moment the owner of the 
shotgun and the preserver of communal 
rights! 

It is very plain that there is only one 
means of relief from a repetition of 
these annual] exhibitions, and that is 
through the establishment of a national 
quarantine, The Constitution has urged 
this action, because it would assure a 
sensible and a uniform treatment of the 
question. It would prevent the miscel- 
laneous quarantines in conflict with 
each other, and without alm and pur- 
pose, and substitute for them a system- 
atic and scientific handling of the *whole 
problem. Under a national quarantine, 
if a case of yellow fever develops, gay, 
in Galveston, there would be no more 
occasion for quarantining the whole 
estate than there would be for quaran- 
tining the state of New York because in 
the metropolis one case of this disease 
has just ended fatally. 

Yet, strange to say, among the oppo 
nents of this national quarantine is The 
Commercial-Appeal of Memphis, pub- 
lished in a city which, next to New Or- 
leans, has the greatest interest in the 
wiping out of these interminable annual 
scares. As an example of the impres- 
sion created abroad by the pell-mell 
quarantine and imprudent publications 
of southern newspapers, The Constitu- 
tion is just in receipt of a letter from 
one of the most distinguished magazine 
publishers of New York asking if At- 
lanta is quarantined, and whether he 
could get here. The question would 
have been laughable were it not for the 
serious condition which it indicates, that 
even intelligent men in the north are 
under the impression that because a 
case of yellow fever is in existence in 
any particular town in the south, that, 
therefore, it must be in existence all 
over the entire section. 

If The Commercial-Appeal wil] but 
join The Constitution in a demand for 
national quarantine, one which will pre- 
vent the spread of disease, which wilh 
take charge of it wherever found and 
—jsolating the disease—assure the peo- 
ple of the rest of the country of their 
safety, it will join in a work which will 
do more for the people of the south than 
anything it can accomplish otherwise.

Regulating School Books. 

The supreme court of Illinois has up- 
held the constitutionality of the statute 
which provides that textbooks for the 
schools shall not be changed for four 
years. 

This decision is one which should be 
heiled with delight by pecple every- 
where, and points to an evil which 
needs attention in every state of the 
union. ‘Taking advantage of the zeal 
of the people for public education, book 
publishers have kept clcse at the heels 
of the school trustees, until the contin- 
ued and persistent changes of school 
books have made attendance at public 
. schools almost as expensive as if they 


| 


were pay schools. The great competition 
among publishers to get control of the 
trade opened up by the rapid increase 
of public schools has led to the form- 
ation of rings which have, at times, 
claimed the attention of state legisla- 
tures and baffied the decisions of courts 
of justice. The methods of procedure 
have been varied. One plan is to urge 
upon school boards such a multiplica- 
tion of studies as must puzzle a child 
to remember, for each one of which one 
or more books are necessary, so that the 
period has been reached when school 
children, through sheer exhaustion, can- 
not carry home all the books which 
they are supposed to study, but must 
leave half of them in the schoolroom. 
Having thus run up the number of stud- 
ies and textbooks, that is very well for 
the publisher who has the ear of the 
school board, but it is not so well for 
the publisher who is on the outside. He 
at once sends out his loquacious and ele- 
gantly dressed general agent to wine 
and dine superintendents and _ school 
boards, until he can induce them to 
make a change of books. ‘Then the or- 
der goes forth, and books perfectly new, 
filling every requirement, have to be 
thrown away in order that another rush 
may be made on the bookseller and an- 
other levy upon the private purse has to 
be made. This has been demoralizing 
to the school, fruitful of scandal con- 
cerning the schoo] board and altogether 
out df harmony with common sense and 
business instinct. 

After all, it does not require so many 
books in order to obtain an education. 
It must be rememMered that the stu- 
dents of the old blue-back speller can 
stand up against any one of the pupils 
whom we see at the present day trudg- 
ing along under such a load of spellers 
and readers that he almost falls to the 
sidewalk. It is timely, therefore, for 
state legislatures to take charge of this 
question, and while committing the sale 
of schoolbooks to the necessary authori- 
ties, it matters not whether state or 
county, insist that they must do their 
work well, and allow it to stand for a 
reasonable time. 

Common sense as well as economy 
calls for such legislation. While we may 
not have in Georgia some of the abuses 
which have rendered the Illinois law 
necessary, yet we are approaching them, 
and it is better to avoid them by such 
legislation as will render their coming 
impossible. 


The Herald’s Forecast. 

There will be found elsewhere a fore- 
cast of the coming congressional elec- 
tion, which has been made by The New 
York Herald. 

While this pre-election estimate of 
the result of the November election gives 
to the republicans the contro] of the 
house of representatives, as they will 
surely have of the United States senate, 
it yet bespeaks a substantial gain which 
will leave the democracy in splendid 
trim for the election of 1900. 

It will be seen that in the 
house of representatives there are 204 
republicans, 122 democrats, 15 fusion- 
ists, 12 populists and 3 silver men, giv- 
ing the republicans a majority of 52 
over the entire opposition. In the estli- 
mate made by The Herald, it is claimed 
that the next house of representatives 
will be composed of 193 republicans, 143 
democrats, 12 fusionists, 8 populists and 
1 silver man, reducing the republican 
majority of 52 to 29, with the chances 
of a number of close districts in favor 
of the democrats, which may eventually 
reduce the republican majority to.15. 

This estimate, coming from a news- 
paper which is largely in sympathy with 
the administration, and which would, 
as far as consistent with propriety, lean 
in its favor, discloses that the demo 
crats, instead of being staggered by the 
prestige which a successful war always 
gives the administration which wages it, 
have held their own and are pursuing 
an aggressive campaign, in which they 
will win important triumphs. Coming, 
as the war did, in the midst of a de 
termined fight for principles of domestic 
concern, it was to be supposed that 
those questions of internal policy would 
be so paralyzed as to give the admin- 
istration a large increase of power. 
The most that could have been expect- 
ed for an opposition party would have 
been to hold its own, if, indeed, it should 
be required to do so much. This would 
have been the case in normal times, but 
the time was not normal with the de- 
mocracy. ‘The party had just passed 
through a political campaign in which, 
while its popular vote was largely in- 
creased, there was demoralization in the 
ranks of the leaders, which rendered 
effective work in many of the states 
next to impossible. 

The great work which the democra- 
cy had before it was to re-establish its 
party supremacy, either to weed out 
those who were inharmonious with it, 
or else to bring them back to a cense of 
their party duty. Thus the party has 
approached the November election hand- 
icapped on two sides by the prestige 
which the administration has naturally 
secured from a successful war, and by 
the internal work rendered necessary in 
order to re-establish party discipline in 
a number of the states. 

Tt is to the credit of democracy that 
it has stood the test, and approaches 
that election under such favorable cir- 
cumstances that even the press of the 
opposition must admit its growing 
strength and its importance as an ad- 
versary to be feared. 

In its forecast of the result The Her- 
ald takes occasion to intimate that Van 
Wyck is in the lead in ‘New York, thus 
opening up the possibility that that 


present 


_state will become democratic, notwith- 


standing the wrong use of popular pa- 
triotism in bending it to purposes of 
party advantage. In New Jersey, where 
a republican governor is claimed, it is 
admitted that the senator will, be a dem- 
ocrat. The conditions in the middle 
west are such that a ground-swell for 
democracy is not impossible. There have 
been a great many events leading to 
this possibility. 

The conduct of Governor Tanner in 
Illinois, the corruption of republican 
management in Wisconsin, the return 
of democrats to the fold in Indiana, all 
of these things promise revelations for 
which we will have to wait for election 
night. It is in Pennsyivania, however, 
that the bigeest surprise may be in 
store. The effort to overthrow republi- 
canism is aided by thousands of inde- 
pendent republicans, who are anxious 
for the overthrow of the ring which 
has so lone controlled affairs in the 
state. ‘The Herald clafms the election 
of Mr. Quay’s candidate for governor 
by a small majority, but admits that the 
condition is dubious enough to leave a 
possibility of democratic success, if not 
in the state at large, then in many of 
the congressional districts. 

Taken as a whole, this forecast is full 
of encouragement. It shows that the 


| democrats have enforced party disci- 


pline, and that contending factions no 
longer disturb its councils, but that 
united, it has turned its face toward 
that greater campaign of 1900. To ob- 
tain con one branch of congress 
in the m "of an administration would 
be to give the republicans an opportun- 
fty to saddle their failures upon the 
other party. With both houses of con- 
gress in harmony with the administra- 
tion, there is no possibility for disown- 
ing the results of their own acts. En- 
tering the house with a membership 
larger than that of the one preceding 
it, but yet lacking a majority of the 
whole, the democrats will be in that 
strong position where they have estab- 
lished their own ability to fight their 
battles and where they can successfully 
challenge the acts of the party in power. 

Thus intrenched and thus enthused, 
they can approach the presidential elec- 
tion with that prestige which is so nec- 
essary to carry on a spirited campaign 
and with every right to believe that the 
people will yet rally to the cause which 


democracy champions. 
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Sir John Moore. 

One of the numerous contributors to 
the columns of ‘Ghe New York Times is 
authority fdr the statement that Sir 
John Moore, the British officer me- 
morialized in Wolfe’s famous poem be- 
ginning with the line, “Not a drum was 
heard, not a funeral note,” witnessed 
service in the American revolution, al- 
though the acene of his burial as de- 
scribed in the poem, occurred in Spain. 
Says the contributor: 

This gallant officer, who was born in 
Glasgow in 1761, was appointed an ensign 
in the British army when only sixteen 
years old. His friend and “‘patron” was 
the duke of Hamilton, who raised a reg- 
iment for service in the revolted Amert- 
can colonies, and in that regiment 
young Moore was made a lieutenant and 
paymaster, Hamilton, however, did not 
accompany to America the forces which 
he had raised for the patriotic purpose 
of subduing the recalcitrant colonists, 
and the command was given to Brig- 
adier General Francis MacLean, an of- 
ficer of credit and renown. The young 
troops were sent first to Nova Scotia, 
where they were engaged in garrison 
duty until 1779, when Sir Henry Clinton, 
commander in chief of the British army, 
conceived a plan to interrupt the mari- 
time trade of Boston by se'zing and 
fortifying a dominant position on Pe- 
nobscot bay. General MacLean’s forces, 
consisting of six companies of the Ham- 
jiton regiment, were dispatched to take 
possession of the town and peninsula of 
Penobscot, now known as Castine, and 
fortify the place, which in the days of 
sailing vessels possessed extraordinary 
strategic advantages. The story of the 
expedition and the siege that followed, 
which mayrbe found in the life and Iict- 
ters of Sir John Moore, need not be de- 
tailed here. Suffice it to say that Moore 
bore himself with such courage and gal- 
lantry as to receive the approval of his 
commanding officer. 

The siege was laid by an expedition 
fitted out at Boston by the authorities 
of the province of Massachusetts, which 
had been organized at an expense that 
gave proof of the importance of this 
attempt to dislodge the British forces, 
by that time fairly well intrenched on 
the heights of the peninsula of Castine, 
or Penobscot, with numerous redoubts 
and lesser batteries outlying the main 
fort, which had been named for George, 

ing of England. The Massachusetts 
expedition consisted of six large frig- 
ates, thirteen stout privateers and twen- 
ty-four transports, the fleet carrying 
324 guns and more than 2,000 men. The 
land forces were commanded by Briga- 
dier General Solomon Lovell, of Wey- 
mouth; his second in command was 
Brigadier Genera] Peleg Wadsworth, 
of Duxbury; the naval commander was 
Commodore Dudley Saltonstall, of New 
London, Conn., and a train of artillery 
was in charge of Lieutenant Colonel 
Paul Revere, ef Boston. One of the 
naval officers in the fleet was Genera! 
Putnam. Arriving off the peninsula on 
July 25, 1779, Lovell lost no time in ef- 
fecting a landing. The British were 
driven from their outposts on tke bluff, 
now commonly known as ‘“Lovell’s 
bluff,”” at the lower or southwestern ex- 
tremety of the promontory, which pro- 
jects into Penobscot bay. Moore was 
in command of a detachment of troops, 
and in a letter to his father he subse- 
quently wrote: 

“I was upon picket the morning the 
rebels landed. I got some little credit, 
by chance, for my behavior during the 
engagement. To tell you the truth, not 
for anything that. deserved it. but be- 
cause I was the only officer that did not 
desert his post too soon.” 

It was expected that the “'rebels’’ 
would follow up fhe advantage which 
they had so unexpectedly gained. But 
want of co-operation on the part of the 
naval contingent delayed further opefa- 
tions day after day,.and after weeks of 
comparative inactivity, during which 
the army officers vainiy endeavored tu 
move Saltonstall, another British fleet, 
commanded by Sir George Collier, and 
comprising seven formidable ships, arm- 
ed with 204 guns and carrying 1,530 men, 
appeare@ in the rear of the besiegers 
August 13, 1779. All was consternation. 
Saltonstall refuse@ to make a stand 
against the British; the troops were 
hurriedly re-embarked, and the Ameri- 
can fleet stood up the Penobscot river, 
where they were in a specie of cul-de- 
sac, and were driven ashore, the vessels 
abandoned and set on fire or blhbwn up, 
and the day ending in irretrievable dis- 
aster and destruction. Saltonstall was 
accused of cowardice and of being 
“bribed by British gold” to betray the 
fleet under his command. He was or- 
dere@ before a courtmartial, cashiered, 
and dismissed the service. Moare’s let- 
ters to his father e@eive a liveiy account 
of these warlike: proceedings and inci- 
dentally reveal the fact that at least 
one of the British officers was also ac- 
cused of the same cowardice that cost 
the Americans so dearly. Itis said that 
Moore remained in this country untll 
the clase of the war: but there are no 
records of his subsequent career on this 
side of the Atlantic. It was at the siege 
of Corruna, Spain, in 1809, that he met 
with that tragical death and burial 
which gave occasion for the composition 
of Wolfe’s immortal verses. In the 
archives of the Maane Historical Socte 
ety is a memorial of Moore’s service at 
Penobscot, prepared by John William- 
gon, the eminent historian.

The latest forestry report shows that 
the lands of the United States are owned 
in three separate ways: First, by the gov- 
ernment of the United States, to which be- 
long the reserved and unreserved forests 
of the public land states; second, by some 
of the states; and third, by private owners, 
among whom are individual men, compa- 
nies, and institutions. The private forest 
lands exceed in area those of the states 
and the federal government combined, and 
their preservatian in productive condition, 
as regards both timber and water supply, 
is of vast importance to the nation. Asa 
rule, however, the treatment they receive 
is calculated to destroy their value rather 
than-to sustain or increase it. The reason 
is evident and natural. These lands, like 
other private property, are held by their 
owners for the returns they yield, and the 
owners as yet have scarcely begun to un- 
derstand that it Pays better, as a rule, to 
protect a forest in harvesting the timber 
crop than to destroy it.

The invitation to come 
to Atlanta was extended to him and he 
replied that he wanted to go south but was 
fearful that the could not go soon. Each 
member of the committee seated around 
thé cabinet table presented their views 
as to his coming. ‘The president was im- 
pressed with the earnestness and bearing 
of the committee. He yielded readily, and 
announced that the lith of December would 
suit him. His beautiful and just tribute 
to the south caught the committee, and we 
felt, as Mr. Rice repeated, that we were 
indeed back in the thouse of our fathers. 

“In taking leave of the president a warm 
shake of the hand was given to each. The 
committee felt that they had been, not in 
the presence of a haughty ruler of a great 
empire, but of a friend and a Christian 
gentleman, 

“Through the kindness of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, the party was carried to 
Philadelphia to witness the great Peace 
Jubilee of that city. I wil] not attempt a 
description of this. The Associated Press 
has already done this. Philadelphia, as she 
always does, acquitted herself With great 
honor and credit. The crowds that throng- 
ed her streeis were never equaled on any 
occasion. They were handled in their mag 
nificent depots with ease and without in- 
jury. 

“Having business farther north, I left 
the party and went te Providence, R. I. 
This was my first visit to the Jand of Roger 
Williams and to this wonderful, busy city. 
It is in forty miles of the great city of 
Boston, and one would think that Boston 
would overshadow and no chance wouid 
be given for growth. Kut this is not true. 

“Providence is a city of 160,000 popula- 
tion. You alight from the train into a 
handsome new depot, large and commodi- 
ous. ‘ihe same railroad ig building a de- 
pot in Boston that will cost 23, 000, 0U0, said 
to be the finest in the country. 

The Result of Manufactures. 

“The taxabie values trovidence are 
$300,000,000. Dhe banking capital is enor- 
mous, including Jarge savings banks. There 
are tWo thousand million of dollars in the 
savings banks of Wais country. his mon- 
ey does not belong to the rich en of the 
United States, but it is deposiied by and 
belongs to the workingmen and women. 
This money is loaned to the manufacturer 
at 3% and 4 per cent. If we had such 
institutions in Atlanta and our worthy 
manufacturers could get money these 
rates, there would be no financial depres- 
gion or hard times. All this is the result 
of manufactures. I have come to preach. 
My text is Manufactures, Man-u-fact-ures, 
I do not intend to let up on it until Atlanta 
becomes the principal manufacturing cily 
of the south. 

‘This is her salvation. A business men’s 
league ought to be formed at once. All 
manufacturers should be invited and en- 
couraged in a substantial way. There are 
millionaires almost without number in 
Providence. The Brown and Ives families 
rate at $30,000,000. There at 
twenty millions. The banigan at 
twelve million. Mr. Banigan left two sons, 
John and William, both bright, active 
young fellows. John looks after the fac- 
tories and William the real estate. There 
is no telling how rich they will be when 
they reach fifty. There are dozens of pco- 
ple worth from five®to ten million, and sin- 
gie millionaires in avundance—all made 
from manufactures, directly or indirectly. 
An Englishman named Fletcher a fewryears 
ago came to Providence as a woolen mill 
hand. By industry and hard work he has 
made from five to seven millions of dollars. 
He has one of the finest and largest woolen 
milis in the country. I hope that our woo!- 
en mill managed by Mr. Nixon will have 
the same result. oar. Robinson, superin- 
tendent of the Gorham Manufacturing Com- 
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pany, showed me through that wonderful : 


establishment. It was started a few years 
ago by Mr. Gorham, an humbie _ silver 
emith. The concern is now capitalized at 
$4,200.000 and works 1,200 hands, paying 
$19,000 a week in wages, purchasing a mil- 
lion and a half ounces of silver at a time. 
The buildings are three stories and cover 
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acres of ground. I shall not attempt to de- 
scribe the siWer as it is taken from the 
smelters and carricd through many steps 
until it ig brought to a beautiful finish, 
worthy toa be placed even on monarchs’ 
tables. Silver is handled in this great es- 
tablishment like so much iron. Everywhere 
you would turn was silver in great sheets, 
ready to be cut and stamped into all con- 
ceivable articles. There was so much that 
for the first time in my life I doubted 
whether it ought to be made into money of 
redemption. I told Mr. Robinson I was 
glad to see that he was a silver man. He 
replied, ‘‘No, sir, I believe in turning silver 
into gold.”’ ; 
Workmen Are Properly Paid. 

“The workmen are as fine a looking body 
of men as one would wish to see. The most 
of them make from $25 to $30 a week. What 
a wonderful help that is to build up a city. 
I thought what a difference between rais- 
ing cotton and working in these great in- 
dustries at these prices. A cotton hand will 
raise five bales of cotton, for which he will 
get $100. Out of it he has to pay for fertili- 
zers and rent, reducing his wages to 29 
cents a day or less, and as Mr. Comer, 
president of the Central railroad, says, you 
cannot boom any city or country on such 
wages.* I was surprised to learn that only 
& per cent of the product of the Gorham 
Manufacturing Company was plate and 
that 95 per cent was solid silver. 

“A great deal of the work is done by 
hand, and of course this is very costly. 
This great establishment has been built up 
in the last twenty years, in fact most of 
the fortunes in Providence have been made 
in that time. The home of the great Corliss 
Engine Company is here and hundreds of 
other concerns of national reputation. I 
could give pages descrioing great 
establishments, but want of for- 
bids. Providence has wonderful retail dry 
goods and elothing houses. Mr. Gorman, 
who only a few years ago was a clerk, is 
now at the head of a great department 
store, seven or eight stories high, bu.lt with 
all the modern improvements, filled with ail 
kinds of merchandise and is making money 
rapidly. Two young fellows from Savan- 
nah, Ga., are ‘building up one of the biggest 
clothing houses in the city. 

“T have come home enthused about the 
manufacturing Mr. W. J. Kin- 
caid, of Griffin, Ga., on one of our tours for 
the Omaha exposition made a speech about 
the establishment of small manufactures 
that ought to be published in pamphlet 
form and scattered all over Georgia. I 
talked with many people and they all spoke 
well of Atianta. They took upon our city 
as one of the coming cities of the country. 
They believe that we are awake to our in- 
terests on this Ine. I shall make it the 
mission of The Constitution to get every 
man, woman and child, not only in Atlanta, 
but throughout the length and breadth of 
Georgia, interested in manufactures, tntil 
every hilltop and every vailey shall have 
smokestacks indicating the location of some 
great industry. The Technological 
will be of inestimable benefit to our section 
in furnishing skilled men to take charge 
of-the different departments of our indus- 
tries. The thanks of this community are 
due to Mr. George W. Parrott for his in- 
terest in this school and his contribution of 
$1,000 to establish textile depart- 
ment. I hope others will be induced to con- 
tribute to the advancement of this impor- 
tant school. 

Rents and Real Estate. 

“Mr. Lingane, manager of The Evening 
Telegram, was very Kind and made my yisit 
pleasant. He said that ‘he had a dozen ad- 
vertisers who each spend from $7,000 to 
$8,000 a year with him. 

*‘Real estate in Providence has a wonder- 
ful value.

Manufacturing Enterprise 


COMPANY 1S BEING FORMED 


And Will PPhufactr the New Prior 
Cotten Gin Recently Invented, 
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THE OWNERS ARE WOW. 1X ATLANTA 


New Gin Is an Innovation in the Cot- 
ton Ginning Business,. and New 
Factory Will Be a Big Con- 
cern, Employing Good 
Number of Men. 
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Prior Brothers will establish a new 
cotton gin factory here with half a 
million dollars capital. 
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HERE 1S ANOTHER GIGANTIC MAN- 
ufacturing industry for Atlanta. A move- 
ment is now on foot for the location of a 
large cotton gin factory in this city with 
capital of half a million dollars. Philadel- 
phia capitalists are already in the city 
making certain negotiations, and from 
present indications {it will not be long until 
one of the largest concerns of this charac- 
ter in the United States will be located 
here. 

Messrs. Mathew and Thomas W. 
prominent capitalists of Philadelphia, are 
at the head of the venture and are organ- 
izing a stock company, in which Atlanta 
capital will be represented. The efrection 
of a large building contemplated in 
some central location, and the factory will 
employ several hundred hands, besides ma- 
terially adding ta the manufacturing in- 
terests of the Gate City. 

The machine to be manufactured is known 
as the Prior cotton gin. It is the invention 
of Mr. Mathew Prior and is said by com- 
petent critics to be something of an inno- 
in the cotton ginning business. The 

is different from that of any 
other gin on the market, its owners 
claim it is vastly superior to any device 
that has ever been tried. One of the ma- 
chines has been located at 4129 Marietta 
street for several days, where a large num- 
ber of cotton men from all over the south 
have ealled to see it. All have expressed 
themselves as being greatly pleased with 
this method of cotton ginning. 

The loca‘ion cf this company in Atlanta 
with headguartcrs for the entire south 
Is largely due to the efforts and influence 
of Mr. W. TT. Forbes, of this city, who 
is an expert cotton machinery man, and 
who, knowing the location of such a plant 
here would materially benefit Atlanta, in- 
duced the Prior brothers to come south, 
The erection of the plant will commence 
just as soon as certa'in arrangements can 
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In speaking o*% the cotton situation in 
the south and the great need for a new 
ginning process, Mr. Thomas W. Prior said 
yesterdav’ 

“The time is ripe at the present momen 
to place upon the market almost any spe- 
cies of machinery that will better the condi- 
tion-of the cotton crop, and bring a trifle 
more money to the farmer, who is finding 
that with the prevailing low price of cot- 
ton, he is growing the staple at an abso- 
lute loss. This condition is dangerous alike 
to the cotton grower and the country at 
large, for it means a discouragement of any 
effort to better the condition of cotton, and 
Will ullimatleiy resul@in the toreign colton 
growing counries, with their pauper labor, 
competing successfully with the American 
cottons in the foreign markets. 

“As a means of preventing this prospec- 
tive loss of business, it is absolutely nec- 
essary that the cotton staple be bettered, 
and to encourage the growth of the longer 
staple cottons, and their attendant high 
price. At the present time, there is no in- 
centive for the cotton grower to cultivate 
Lue iOhBer sSlapies,as Lie Me Lu0ds Of waning 
destroy the staple to such an extent that 
the longer cottons bring no better price 
than the short cottons, when ginned upon 
the saw gins, The government has repeated- 
ly tried to introduce the longer staples, 
which mean increased acreage, increased 
prices, and consequently increased prosperi- 
ty, but all the experiments have proven 
futile in the absence of the proper ma- 
chinery for the preservation of the longer 
cotton staples. 

“The new Prior roller gin meets this 
condition absolutely and perfectly. Such 
authorities as Edward Atkinson and others 
state tnat this new gin will mean a revoiu- 
tion the treatment of cotton fibers, and with 
the necessity in every quarter for the bet- 
terment of cotton, there is reason to believe 
that the new gin will ultimately be u por- 
tion of the equipment of every ginnery.

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YESTERDAY BROUGHT NO CHANGES 
in the depot situation. A}! eyes are turned 
on the conference with the railroad au- 
thorities next Tuesday afternoon at 3 
o’clock, on which largely depends the faie 
of the new passenger station, 

This past week has been an eventful one 
in the ‘history of Atlanta, The city has 
been fighting for a new union depot for 
years, and it was only in the last few 
days that any real evidence on the part of 
the roads to build a depot has developed. 
The only hiadrance now seems to be the 
closing of Pryor street, to which the city 
will never consent, unless matters take 
a decided change, and whidh the railroads 
claim is necessary to the erection of a un- 
ion station in the center of the city. ,. 

It is not altogether improbable that the 
second proposition of the railroads, to erect 
the station between Pryor str@et and 
point 200 or 300 feet east of Loyd street, 
may be finally agreed on. No 
has been manifested to this plan in the 
city council—in fact, several members of 
great influence are outspoken in their be- 
lief that this location is the proper place 
for the depot. 

On the other hand, the large majority of 
council is positively against closing Pryor 
street. The citizens owning property ad- 
jacent to this thoroughfare are inexorabie 
in their opposition to this proposition, and 
if the railroads insist on this location and 
the closing of this street, then the pros- 
pects for a union station will not be so 
good.

Only Short Time To Act. 

The so_ution, Whatever it is, must be 
reached in a very short while, because the 
railroadg have only been given thirty days 
by the railroad commission of the state in 
which to arrive at some satisfactory agree- 
ment between themselves as to terminal 
facilities in this city. This is why Mayor 
Collier called a special meeting of the 
council, and why an effort is being made 
to arrive at something definite as soon as 
possible. 

There js little doubt that the railroad rep- 
resentatives invited to confer with the 
committees next Tuesday—Major Thomas, 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, General Manager Scott, of tne Geor- 
gia—along with State Attorney Wimbish, 
will be present on that occasion. The 
roads will be requested to state just exact- 
ly what they intend to do in the depot 
matter, and the city will also outline its 
policy. In other words, the road officials 
will be asked to furnish a more tangible 
proposition on which the city may act, 

Several weeks the city of Atlanta 
presented a petition to the state railroad 
commission asking that the railroads en- 
tering the city be required to furnish suit- 
able terminal facilities for this city. The 
hearing came up last week, and the roads 
were given thirty in Which to get 
together for the purpose of reaching some

days 


agreement among themselves whereby the 
wishes of the city might be complied with. 
So clearly did the cOmmission indicate its 
purpose of forcing the roads to build 
pots or provide other terminals unless they 
did so of their own accord, that General 
Manager Scott, of the Georgia, called a 
meeting of the railway men immediately 
after the commission's decision had 
announced. 

In this conference it was decided to buill 
a union depot at once on the present site,

and to ask the city if it would be willing to 
Pryor or Loyd streets, with pedes- 
trian subways under the former, and wa- 
gon subways under the latter. 

Special Session of Council. 

Mayor Collier called a special session of 
council for the next day, and the whole 
matter was referred to the finance and elec- 
tric railway committees, These commit- 
tees held a joint meeting last Friday af- 
ternoon, decided that the proposition of the 
roads was not sufficiently tangible for any 
definite action, and requested the road of- 
ficials to meet with the committees for a 
conference next Tuesday. 

That is the situation up to date. From 
present Indications the depot will be erect- 
ed either from Pryor to a point east of 
Loyd, or from Whitehall west beyond For- 
syth. The former plan is more probable of 
materialization than the latter, but all are 
uncertain. It is impossible to tell just 
exactly what will be dcne at this stage of 
the game, but every indication points to 
a magnificent new union passenger depot 
in the near future.

MUST NOT TEAR UP TRACK 


The State Railroad Commission Lays 
Down the Laws to Roads. 


INTERESTING POINT MADE CLEAR 


The Georgia Northern Is Ordered To 
Stop Discriminating Against the 
Sparks, Moultrie and Gulf. 


The state railroad cOmmission’s deciston 
in the Georgia Northern railroad case 
clears up some points of great interest to 
all the railroads in the state, 

One point is that any extension of an 
operating road is under the commission's 
control just as much as the original line, 
and that without a formal order. 

Another point is that if one rallroad 
tears up its track connection with another 
line, the commission will treat the offend- 
ing road just as if the connection still ac- 
tualiy existed, and if traffic is interfered 
with, by consequence of the breaking of 
connection, it will be at the peril of the 
offending road. _ 

The complaint against the Georgia 
Northern was made by Mr, M, F. Amor- 
ous, genera! suprintendent of the Sparks, 
Moultrie and Gulf, who charged that 
the Georgia had discriminated against his 
line and had given rebateg to secure busi- 
ness. It was admitted by the Georgia 
Northern that it had promised rebates but 
it denied that any rebate had ever been 
given. 

atae decision in full is as follows: 

“M. F. Amorous, general superintendent, 
vs. Georgia Norunsern Railway Company. 
Aileged payments of rebates, etc.—This 
commission has heretofore by an appro- 
priate order applicd its rules, rates and 
reguiations (as appiicable to raiiroads of 
tne sixth class) to the line of railway of 
ine Georgia Northern RKailway Company. 
lt appears, however, that since the pas- 
Sage of said order the Georgia Northern 
Railway Company thas extended its lines 
northward beyOnd Moultrie, the point of its 
terminus at Unat time, a distance of sume 
eight or ten miles. The commission is of 
the opinion that no further order was or 
is necessary to bring said extension of said 
line With its jurisdiction; but on the con- 
trary, that as from time to time the lines 
of a railway already clussiiied by this 
commission by an appropriate order, are 
extended, such order of Classification draws 
within its operation any extension of or 
addition to its lines. 

“The commissiqn further finds that the 
said Georgia Norwiern Railway Company, 
in the operation of its Jine of road, has re- 
peatedly violated the rules of the come 
mission, by allowing rebates to some ship- 
pers, by discriminating against shippers 
over a competing line, and by refusing to 
accept for transportation over its own 
line freight tendered it for shipment by a 
competing line. This latter violation is 
sought to be justified by the offending 
company by showing that since this com- 
Plaint was instituted in the first instance 
the physical connection between the two 
roads theretofore existing, and which was 
made at the joint expense of the two roads, 
has beer discontinued; but it appears that 
this connection was broken as the result 
of the voluntary act of the offending line, 
and with a purpose tq destroy competition 
to Moultrie for traffic originating on its 
line. 

“This commission cannot accept as an ex- 
cuse for the non-performance by the of- 
fending company of its duties to the public

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BOYS’ HIGH SCHOOL. 

Citizens of Atlanta should be proud that 
they have an opportunity of sending their 
boys to such a splendid school as we now 
have. I am not praising the high school 
merely because I have the pleasure of 
being a member of it. I have valid reasons 
for writing in this manner. 

The school, under the able management 
of Professor W. M. Siaton, hag reached 
a high plane of excellence. The class of 
'99 is a good representative of the high 
school. It is ieading all the classes which 
have preceded it in other matters than 
those that have been mentioned by me in 
previous letters. Ir has more boys who 
aspire to a collegiate education than any 
Class that has ever been in the school.

TO HELP CITIZENS 


North Carolina’s Chief Executive Shows 
a Will of His Own. 


HE REPLIES TO A LETTER 


Residents of Wilmington Appeai to the 
Governor for Protection. 


THEY PAINT A VERY GLOOMY SITUATION 


Sussell Declares He Will in No Way 
Assist the People in Giving 
Them What They Ask. 


Washington, October 29.—Colonel James 
E. Boyd, assistant attorney general, has 
returned to Washington from North Caro- 
lina.

Governor Replies at Lengin. 
Governor Russell's reply was as follows: 
“Gentlemen—The substance of your letter

Until we thus conquer 
ourselves I make no empty statement when 
I say we shall have, especially in the south- 
ern part of our country, a cancer gnawing 
at the heart of this republic that shal] one 
day prove as dangerous as an attack from 
an army from without vr within. 

“In this presence and on this auspicious 
occasion IJ want to present the deep grati- 
tude of nearly 10,000,000 of my people to our 
wise, patient and brave chief executive 
for the generous manner in which my race 
has been recognized during this conflict—a 
recognition that has done more to blot 
out sectional and racial lines than any 
event since the day of our freedom.”’

THE fNAUGURATION OF COLONEL 
Allien D. Candler yesterday will long be 
remembered by those who witnessed it as 
a notable event in Georgia's political his- 
tory. It was a real ovation for the sturdy, 
hénest, grizzle-faced, little old man who 
took the oath, and it is small wonder that 
his voice trembled and that his eyes were 
damp when, at the conclusion of a perfect 
hurricane of applause, he stood before the 
tremendous crowd in the hall of the house 
of representatives at the capitol and be- 
gan his first official address to the people 
of the state. And the applause was re- 
peated, long and Joud, when he said that 
he only proposed, in making this address, 
to repeat in brief form the salient features 
of the platform on which he had waged his 
campaign for the governorship and on 
which he had been so triumphantly elected. 


lt was a declaration characteristic of the 


man and its significance will be appreciat- 
ed alike by all who heard it and all who 
will read it hereafter. 

There was much in yesterday's ceremony 
to make it memorable, as has been said, 
but the chief event was the message itself. 
It was short and sound and sincere, like 
its author, and there was no waste of 
words and no effort at self-glorification in 
it. “With a profound sense of the respon- 
sibilities 1 am about to assume,”’ sald Colo- 
nel Candler, “and invoking your kindly co- 
operation and support in an honest, earn- 
est effort to perform them with an eye 
single to the glory of Georgia and the best 
interests of all her people; and with a fer- 
vent prayer to the god of nations and of 
States that I may be endowed with wisdom 
to govern in justice and moderation, I will 
now take the oath of office.’’ And no man 
who heard him say the words doubted for 
an instant the earnestness and piety of the 
invocation, 

What It Looked Like. 

The scene itself was impressive. Outside 
the big gray building the rain came down 
drearily from dark and gloomy skies, but 
through it all a couple of thousand peuple 
struggled and shivered, and found on their 
arrival a warm welcome. The main lobby 
of the capitol began to fill up at 10 o'clock, 
and at ll o’clock it was jammed. Over- 
coats and umbrellas were hidden inside the 
department offices and the men and women 
moved about as cheerily as though the sun 
was shining everywhere. Pretty soon the 
second floor was populated just as thickly, 
and half an hour before the services were 
scheduled to begin the gallery floor was 
thronged. The crowd overflowed, too, into 
the side rooms and every one of the staie- 
house officials held little impromptu recep- 
tions, most of them throwing open their 
offices for that purpose. 

It looked, to a casual observer, as though 
all Georgia was present, for familiar faces 
were as plentiful as democratic voters on 
election day. leaders from every 
section of the state, 
sentatives, judges, solicitors and county of- 
ficers, candidates, congressmen and iormer

Legislature Will Get to Work. 

| Tomorrow morning Governor Candler 
will be at his office in the capitol bright and 
| early, and ready for business. His assump-

{is likely to be activity in both the house 
and the senate. Yesterday neither did any- 
thing beyond the transaction of some little 
routine business, bat with the beginning 
of next week the more importaat matters 
that are to be considerea will come up 
One by one, and with the appointment of 
the committees the lawmaking mill will 
begin to grini. There are already several 
bills of importance awaiting committee 
assignments, ani more are known to be 
ready for introduction. Speaker Little is 
still hard at work on his tax measure, 
but has been so busy with his duties in

A sealed communication from the gover- 
nor was received containing the nomination 
of W. F. Way to be solicitoy of the county 
court of Irwin for the unex] term of 
two years from April 15, 1888.

Kennedy went to the home of the girl, 
and calling her to the door, asked why 
she had been keeping company with an- 
other young man. She failed to give hima 
satisfactory answer and he shot her through 
the breast, near the heart. She may dle. 

Tihe housekeeper ‘heard the screams of her 
young mistress, and when ehe rushed to 
the door, Kennedy turned the gun on her 
and fired, but without effect. He ran a 
block in the direction of the central por- 
tion of the city, stopped, and placing the 
pistol against his temple, blew his brains 
out. He died three hours later. 

The young lady who suffered because she 
did not believe in resigning herself to one 
man so early tn life is a daughter of one 
of this city’s most prominent men, the 
head of a large grocery business. She is 
but fifteen years of age. 

The young man has been despondent for 
some time because he could not enter the 
army, being too young, and the action of 
his sweetheart in partially deserting him 
drove him to the rash acts.

Tennessee Soldiers Who Leave for Ma- 
nila Today Depose in Case. 

San Francisco, October 29.—In view of the 
fact that the First Tennessee regiment will 
leave this city for Manila tomorrow, the 
depositions of several witnesses in the Wal- 
ter Rosser murder case were taken today. 

The testimony was all in Rosser’s favor, 
the witnesses telling of his previous good 
standing and orderly conduct.

Colonel George &. Waring, Jr., Died of 
Disease Contracted in Havana. 


HE WAS AN EXPERT 


Was Sent to Cuba by the Government 
To Study Sanitary Conditions. 


HIS ILLNESS WAS EXTREMELY SHORT 


When He Reached New York on Tues- 
day Last He Complained of 
Being Il. 


New York, October 29.—Colonel George 
Waring, Jr., died of yellow fever today 
at his home in this city, where he had 
been since he arrived from Havana on 
the XKucatan on Tuesday last. He was 
forty-seven years old, 

Dr. Blauevelt, who had been attending 
Colonel Waring during his illness, was 
summoned to the house at 1 o’clock this 
morning. He found that Colonel Waring 
had been attacked with the black vomit, 
This symptom continued all morning with- 
out: cessation. Everything possible was 
done for the dying man, but he only lived 
until a quarter of 8 o’clock. 

Three hours after the death of Coionel 
Waring his pody, inclosed in a metallic 
casket, was taken from the apartment he 
had occupied to the dock at the foot of 
Fifteenth street, where the quarantine boat 
Governor Flower was in waiting. The 
body was placed on board and taken to 
Swinburn island. 

It was there: placed in a retort and Pr. 
Doty himself lit fire which cremated 
the remains. As soon as the body had 
been removed from the house the apart- 
ments of the Warings were fumigated 
and disinfected, 

Colonel Waring ‘had been sent to Havana 
as a special commissioner of his govern- 
ment to ascertain the exact sanitary con- 
ditions of the city ana to form ideas for 
the best Methods for putting the place in 
first-class sanitary shape. He was to re- 
port to the president, and on the day he 
expected to go to 
Washington the next @ay. He said he felt 
ill, but it was not thought that he had 
more than an ordinary illness. He said 
that ‘he had a great deal of information 
which he thought would be of service to 
the president. 

The plan-of the commissioner was to place 
the city of Havana and the coast towns 
of Cuba in such a good sanitary condition 
that the recurrence of yellow fever and 
its entrance into the gulf cities of the 
United States would be prevented. 

Colonel Waring was apparently well 
when he left Havana and he felt only 
slightly ill @uring the iatter part of the 
voyage, but when he reached ‘his home 
he was obliged to take to his bed. It was 
then decided that he was suffering from 
yellow fever. Colonel! Waring was imme- 
diately isolated tn hig apartment on the 
ninth floor of the Rutherford, the apart- 
ment house in which he lived. There are 
nine families in the house. 

Precautions were immediately taken to 
prevent the spread of the disase. No one 
but the physicians and Mrs, Waring, who 
had had the disemse and is therefore im- 
mune, were allowed to see Colonel Waring. 

Everything that was taken in or out of 
the apartment in which he was lying, 
was disinfected. 

Inspectors of the board of health were 
stationed at and in the house to prevent 
people from getting near to the sick man. 

His Family Dies of Yellow Fever. 

he father, mother, brother and three 
sisters of Mrs. Waring died of yellow fever 
in New Orleans some years ago. Colonel 
Waring, who was a native of New York 
state, was an engineer by profession. 
Much of his earlier life was spent in the 
study and practice of scientific agricul- 
ture. He was for some time in charge of 
Horace Greely’s farm, at Chappaqua, New 
York, 

In 1857 he was appointed agricultural and 
drainage engineer of Central park, this 
city. 

He entered the army in 1862 as a major in 
the Garibaldi reserves, but was transfer- 
red to the Army of the Southwest, where 
he thelped consolidate the Fremont and the 
Benton reserves into the Fourth Missouri 
cavalry, of which he became a colonel. 

Colonel Waring was appointed as an ex- 
pert special agent of the tenth census, with 
charge of the social. statistics of cities in 
1872, and was a member of the national 
board of health in 1882. 

During the yellow fever epidemic of 1878 
in Memphis, Colonel Waring devised the 
system of sewerage in vogue there now, 
which has since been adopted in many 
other American and European cities. Ina 
general way it consists in separating sur- 
face and house drainage. 

Colonel Waring was appointed commis- 
sioner of the bureau of street cleaning in 
this city when Mayor Strong took office, 
nearly four years ago, and in the position 
made a highly creditable record for effici- 
ency.

Jackson, Miss., October 29.—The yellow 
fever situation throyghout the siate is 
most encouraging. Reports from infected 
points have almost ceased, and the Ist of 
November will mark the end of the epi- 
demic. Refugees are returning to Jack- 
son on each train, and the town has be- 
gun to assume a business-like appearance. 

A few cases of sickness were reported 
today, but they are all of a very light 
type, and there is positively no -fear of 
new infection. The weather ‘continues 
cool during the day, with a good frost each 
night. The local papers resume publica- 
tion Monday. 

The people of Mississippi are now turn- 
ing their attention to a very large crop of 
cotton, the largest part of which remains 
yet to be picked.

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, the author of these 
bills, is the member who introduced in the 
house last Thursday the resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of a committee 
to consider the reorganization of the judi- 
cial districts of the state.

A large number of del- 
egates are in the city, but they are pre- 
vented from coming out by the inclement 
weather. It began raining last night and 
has continued to pour down since.

First Georgia Assemblying. 

The First Georgia regiment will be mus- 
tered out in about ten days. Already the 
soldiers have begun to return and the offi- 
cers and men are arriving on every train. 
The leaves of absent of all the men will 
expire at sundown Monday, and all of the 
men will be required to be in camp. 

The work of mustering out the regiment 
will take about ten days, as everything 
will have to be gotten in shape to be 
turned over to the government. The men 
will also have to be paid off, and about 
$40,000 will be paid out. Many of the men 
will have to be allowed mileage, as a ma- 
jority of the companies live out of Macon. 
Captain Clarke, the officer who has been 
detailed Nere to muster out the regiment, 
Says the men are algwed 5 cents per mile 
to travel on, and that they are also pro- 
vided with money to buy rations. 

All of the tents have been put up at 
Camp Roe, and the men will live in camp 
until they are mustered out. A large 
number of the men desire to remain in the 
service, and will be transferred to the 
Second Georgia, which is to be held in the 
service. Some of the officers of this regi- 
ment will also be transferred to the Sec- 
ond, as it is understood that some of the 
officers of that regiment will! resign. 

General Compton did not have the op- 
portunity of visiting the camp site today, 
as the rain has kept him indoors. He will 
probably go out tomorrow, if the weather 
is not too inclement. The regiments that 
are to be stationed here are the Third en- 
gineers, Fourth Pennsylvania and the Sixth 
Virginia, of the First brigade, and the 
Tenth and Seventh immunes. The last 
two regiments are composed entirely of 
negroes, with the exception of the offi- 
cers. They have the reputation of being 
orderly, and no trouble is expected from 
them, 

The engineering corps which arrived last 
night will clear off the ground for the 
engineer regiment. Other details are ex- 
pected here tomorrow to prepare the camps 
for the other regiments. 

General McKee, who arrived here yester- 
day, has already selected the site for his 
brigade, and will commence work on it 
Tuesday. The city officials had water 
mains laid last week, and they have to 
complete the work in about ten days.

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"IN CASE OF DEATH OF M’FOY 


Marks on Body Are Not Thought To 
Have Been Done by the Lash. 
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THERE WAS NO PHYSICIAN AT INQUEST 


No Warrants Have Been Sworn Out 
Against the Convict Camp Men on 
the Charge of the Jury. 
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Waycross, Ga., October 29.—(Special.)— 
The findings of the coroner's jury at the 
inquest over the remains of Lewis McFoy, 
Of New York city, are as follows: 

We find that the deceased came to his 
death from cruel treatment,” and “was 
buried in a discreditable (garb) condition.” 

There were two witnesses—T. H. Thomp- 
son, and Truss Floyd. The latter testified 
that he saw two blue spots on the de- 
ceased, and regarded them as some form 
Of blood or skin disease. he testimony of 
Thompson was the same as Smith’s in sub- 
Stance, mentioning the blue spots. There 
Was no physician at the inquest. 

The above facts would indicate that there 
must be some grounds to doubt the wis- 
dom of the verdict relative to cruel treat- 
ment. A flogging would have left unmis- 
takable signs on the body, and the only 
evidence introduced at the inquest was in 
favor of a different theory. If the blue 
were Or Skin disease, and no 
sign of a whip lash was discernible, it 
would seem that Dr. Parker’s examination 
of the body on Tuesday afternoon should 
have been more enarily correct. 

The burial of the body was performed 
under peculiar and adverse circumstances. 
Cc. W. Deen & Co. prepared a grave and 
made coffin for the body. They sent to 
seach after the corpse, and were informed 
that an inquest would be held. The bu- 
rial w accordingly deferred till Wednes- 
day evening after Dr. Parker’s examina- 
tion had satisfied those who demanded an 
On Tuesday, when the examina- 
Dr. Parker was made known, all 
parties decided not to have an inquest, 
though the message to the coroner was 
not countermanded. 

No facts condemnatory of the manage- 
ment of the convict camp of C. W. Deen 
& Co. were adduced at the inquest. There 
was no evidence offered touching alleged 
cruel treatment of the deceased, and cer- 
tainly none that he had been flogged while 
serving a thirty days’ sentence. In spite 
of the sensational findings of the jury, con- 
servative men here believe that the report 
that the deceased was flogged was an idle 
rumor without foundation. Hon: W. W. 
Beach and George W. Deen, of Waycross, 
and CC. W. Deen, of Baxley, compose the 
firm of C. W. Deen & Co., and they heve 
the reputation of being humane in their 
treatment of convicts. 

No action has been taken by the state 
authorities toward charging C. W. Deen & 
Co.. or others with cruel treatment or flog- 
ging McFoy and Henderson. What will pe 
done in that respect cannot be ascertained 
as yet. 
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WANTS PAY FOR DEAD HUSBAND 


Mrs .Georgia Vaughn Sues the West- 
ern and Atlantic for $20,000. 
Ringgold, Ga., October 29.—(Special,)— 
Mrs. George W. Vaughn, through her at- 
torney, C. T. Ladson, of Atlanta, yesterday 
fied a suit in the superior court of Catoosa 
county for $20,000 against the Western and 

Atlantic railroad. 

Mrs. Vaughn’s husband, Thomas JU. 
Vaughn, was killed at Graysville, in this 
county in a wreck some weeks ago on the 
state’s road and the suit brought into court 
is for the full value of the Hfe of her de- 
ceased husband and the damages are laid 
at $20,000, 

The complaint states that Mr. Vaughn 
was a fireman on a through freight and 
that while he was upon the tender of the 
engine ready to take on water at the tank 
at Graysville, as the train was siowing up 
to stop. the train having prev'ously parted 
or broken loose, the rear detached portion 
of the train. crashed into the cars next to 
the engine and knocked Vaughn to the 
ground, threw him on his head and killed 
him.

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COLLEGES TO MEET 


Athens Te Entertain a Distingnished 
Body Shortly. 


EDUCATORS OF THE SOUTH 


Annual Meeting To Be Held on No- 
vember Ist, 2d and 3d. 


INTERESTING ADDRESSES TO BE MADE 


Preparatory School Men Will Make Re- 
port of What Work Has Been Ac- 
complished by Them. 


Athens, Ga., October 29.—(Special.)—The 
University of Georgia is about to entertain 
the most distinguished body of educators 
in the south. 

The Association of Colleges and Prepara- 
tory Schools of the Southern States will 
hold its fourth annual meeting at the Unt- 
versity of Georgia November ist, 2d and 3d, 
and the meeting will be of great interest 
to the educators of the entire south. 

Atlanta was the birthplace of the asso- 
ciation. During the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition representatives of 
some of the leading colleges and prepara- 
tory schools of the south met together to 
form an association, whose object it should 
be to promote interests common to such 
institutions and to further the general 
cause of higher education in the southern 
States, 

Such associations had done much for oth- 
er sections of the country, and it was be- 
lieved that it would result beneficially in 
this section. Organization was a vital ne- 
eessity in the south. The work of colleges, 
high schools and academies needed co-or- 
dination. Workers in such institutions felt 
the need of the stimulus and inspiration 
which come from perscnal contact and 
from the discussion of mutual interests and 
relations, 

The result of the Atlanta conference in 
November, 1895, was the formation of the 
Association of Colleges and Preparatory 
Schools of the Southern States. The second 
meeting of the association was held at Van- 
derbilt university, Nashville, Tenn., the 
third at the University of Tennessee, at 
Knoxville. Each year has witnessed) a 
steady growth in membership and in the 
interest manifested by the members of the 
association. 

The membership of the association in- 
cludes representation of preparatory 
schools from Virginia to Texas, but repre- 
sentatives of such sehools are welcomed to 
the meeting whether members of the as- 
sociation or not, and are not only wel- 
comed, but all the cvurtesies of the floor, 
including participation in the discussions, 
are extended to them, 

Leading Schools Represented. 

High schools and academies are repre- 
sented in large numbers and the leading 
schools and colleges of Georgia will be well 
represented at the meeting soon to.be held 
in this city. A large number of delegates 
from all the most prominent educational 
institutions in the south are expected to be 
in attendance upon this session of the as- 
sociation. Our state has always been well 
represented at the meetings of the associa- 
tion and Georgia educators take a great 
interest in this movement. 

Among the delegates present at previous 
meetings of the association have been 
President Winston, formerly of the 
University of North Carolina, now 
of the university of Texas, Chancellor 
Kirkland, of Vanderbilt university; Mr. W. 
D. Mooney, the head of a famous school in 
Tennessee; President Woodward, of South 
Carolina college; Professor Echols, of the 
university of Virginia; Mr. C. W. Bain, of 
the Sewanee Grammar school; Professor 
Hogue, of Washington and Lee; Professor 
Jamewell, of Wofford college; Professor 
Saffold, of the university of Alabama; Pro- 
fessor Saunders, of the Danville, Va., Mil- 
itary institute, and many other representa- 
tives of southern preparatory schools and 
colleges. 

Besides delegates from the schools and 
colleges of Georgia, the attendance at the 
meeting in this city will include represen- 
tatives of the leading’ educational institu- 
tions of the whole south. 

Qute a number of interesting addresses 
will be made by distinguished educators 
who will be present at the meeting. Among 
these will be addresses by the president of 
the association, Vice Chancellor B. L. Wig- 
gins, of the University of the South; Dr, 
Daniel C. Gilman, president of Johns Hop- 
kins university; Dr. Charles W. Dabney, 
formerly of the department of agriculture, 
now president of Uuhe University of Tennes- 
see: the Hon. William L, Wilson, formerly 
postmaster general, now president of Wash- 
ington and Lee university at classic Lex- 
ington; Editor Thurber, of The School Re- 
view, and President Raymond, of the Uni- 
versity of West Virginia. 

A eommittee consisting of some of the 
representative preparatory school men of 
the south will make a re- 
port; covering the most vital questions per- 
taining to the work of such schools, dis- 
cussing what studies should be taught and 
going fully and minutely into questions of 
methods. This report will form a most vak 
uable educational document, and the dis- 
cussion upon it is expected to be intensely 
interesting and fruitful of lasting results. 

The place of the library in school work 
occupies a prominent place on the pro- 
gramme, which is, indeed, rich and varied. 
The discussions in the meetings to be heid 
here are expected to greatly benetit the 
cause of higher education in the south. 

The University of Georgia will be a wor- 
thy host of such a distinguished body, The 
chancellor will welcome the delegates to 
Athens and the meetings of the association 
will be held in the fine new science hall on 
the campus. _

It is, therefore, of great import- 
ance that these maps be preserved and re- 
produced from time to time as tney wear 
out from constant use.

But for about thirty years no 
provision has been made to pay for repalir- 
ing maps damaged by constant use and for 
replacing those entirely worn ouf. Of the 
maps of the 187 counties in the state six 
are entirely worn out and gone, about thir- 
ty so badly worn that unless immediate 
attention is given them it will be im- 
possible ta make correct copies of them, 
and about one hundred still servicable, 
most of them in a good state of preserva~ 
tion.”’

WERE HEAVY TO THE CLOSE 


Net Declifies Were Restricted to Frac- 
tions Outside the Grangers and 
Specialties—Tobacco Higher. 


New York, October 29.—With the excep- 


tion of last Monday, the average of prices | 


on the stock exchange have shown a net 
advance for each day since Wednesday, OC- 
tober 19th. There was a general expecta- 
tion, therefore, that there would be the 
selling to take profits today, which is cus- 
tomary among professional traders at the 
end of the week. The buoyant tone of some 
of the specialties held the market tirm in 
the first hour of the short session. Consol- 
idated Gas and Third Avenue jumped 6 
points, the former on talk of the termina~ 
tion of the local gas war. Tobaceo con- 
tinued its aggressive advance on the 
Strength of the developments showing the 
consolidation of plug tobacco cmpanhnies. 
The stock was very active, and large blocks 
were absorbed to make way for the upward 
course of the stock. The process of bidding 
up the price of the Federal! Steel securities 
also continued. Advances in these and in 
Metropolitan Street Railway, New Jersey 
Central, Minnesota Iron and International 
Paper preferred being 1 and 2 points. Mean- 
time the railway list was very dull, and 
showed only slight changes, although nearly 
all changes were gains. The publication of 
the Burlington statement for September 
resulted in immediate activity in the grang- 
ers at the expense of values. losses reached 
about a point in other members of the 
group and 1% in Burlington itself. There 
Was a general reaction in the railwuy list 
in sympathy, but the railroad stocks gen- 
erally were not active, and losses were cori- 
fined to fractions. Burlington’s decrease of 
$484,689 in gross earnings compared wit 
September of lust year was a distinct dis- 
appointment, the more so as the St. Paul 
weekly statement had shown an increase of 
about the same amount for the same pe- 
riod. The delayed movement of wheat in 
Burlington territory and the large pro- 
portion of its business that is given to 
corn were advanced to expiain the poor 
showing. Prices continued heavy in the 
railroads to the close, but net declines were 
restricted to fractions outside the grangers 
and specialties. The bank statement was 
without influence on stocks, though the 
growing strength of the clearing house in- 
stitutions was evident. Government depos- 
its figured 4rgely in the cash inecreese, and 
the large exXpansion of loans must again 
be credited for the most part to operations 
in exchange incidental to jending moncy 
abroad. The strength of silver was attrib- 
uted to buying orders from the Spanish 
government. 

The bulls have had the market well in 
hand since Monday. On that day the bears 
were encouraged to attack the market by 
the very large selling for the foreign ac- 
count @ue to the fear of war between 
Great Britain and France. The buoyancy 
of the wheat market from the same cause 
failed, to appeal to the bears, although 
stocks had advanced last week in the face 
of acute depression abroad on account of 
ime strength in the wheat market. On 
Tuesday, however, with the temporary dis- 
Sipation of the war cloud the bears hastily 
covered, and the ‘upward movement of 
stocks was resumed. It has continued dur- 
ing the week jin spite of the reaction and 
general profit-taking in the wheat market. 
The convulsion of the European money 
markets is unable to cause a ripple here in 
the international exahange, and confidence 
is felt that in any event Europe will need 
our surplus grain crops. As a consequence 
the market has remained quite obiivious 
since Monday to the various fluctuations of 
prices and sentiment on foreign exchanges 
and has broadened out so as to embrace 
greatly increased lists of stocks. 

ihe foreign exchange market alone has 
been affected by the foreign situation, and 
in this the growing dependence of foreign 
financial markets upon the resources of 
this country’s markets was strikingly illus- 
trated. With the sudden drop in British 
end French government securities on Mon- 
day and early on Tuesday and the upward 
surge of discount rates in London and at 
all continental centers, the actual charge 
for demand sterling jumped up 1% 
en the pound. The price of sterling ex- 
change has since dropped a cent with the 
calmer feeling abroad. The gloomy, ‘ure- 
bodings of the bears regarding the effect 
on railroads on account of the supreme 
court decision against tthe Joint Traftic As- 
sociation were furgotten by Tuesday mcrn- 
ing. Doubtless the fact that trans-Mis- 
sour] railroads, whose association had al-

Wheat got a weak start from an apparent 
d sposition at Liverpool to chime in with 
the bearish sentiment prevailing here. The 
firmness of English government securities 
also contributed by their strength to tne 
desire to sell wheat here at the opening. 
Prices continued to drop throughout the 
forenoon, despite the considerable buying 
aganst puts that the Opening decline 
brought into play. Northwest receipts were 
liberal at 1,411 cars, but a snow’storm was 
reported to be prevailing in the Dakotas, 
which ereated apprehension of bad roads 
and a consequent falling off in receipts in 
that region next week. Some buying of 
short wheat was done because of that 
The seaboard reported a fair 
demand for export, and New York advised 
sales of 3 boat loads, of which one cargo 
was for Russia. The week’s shipments of 
wheat and flour from both coasts were 
equal to 7,550,400 bushels, compared with 
5.031.000 bushels the similar week of Jast 
year.

TWO HUNDRED AND BIGHT PRIS- 
oners were transferred from the old jail 
yesterday morning into the Tower, Fulton 
county's fine new prison. For six or seven 
hours there was a mighty stir in the Tower 
as the prisoners were ushered into the new 
quarters, There was disrobing, bathing and 
robing in new uniforms, assignments to 
cells, cooking the first dinner and getting 
the building ready for the first night. The 
sheriff and all of his deputies were there 
and they were as busy as bees in the spring 
time. 

Edward Flanagan, 
was the first prisoner to step 
Tower, and, according to all the other 
prisorers, this will be bad luck. Sheriff 
Nelms took Flanagan in charge himself and 
walked with the condemned murderer by 
his side from the oid to the new jail. Flan- 
agan was placed in one of the cells next to 
the gallows, there being three of them 
especially arranged for those sentenced to 
hang. 

The sheriff returned to the old jail and 
took Robert Lewis, who has been sentenced 
to hang for killing Charles Haynes, and 
placed him in another of the condemned 
murderer's cells. Then the sheriff made a 
third trip and took Wade Hampton, who is 
to hang on November 10th for the murder 
of a fellow convict. When Hampton was 
placed in the last of the death-watch cells 
he exclaimed: 

“Everything so nice in here it most makes 
me change my mind ‘bout not caring for de 
gallows.”’

Colonel Nesbitt said with some emphasis 
that everything there belonged to the state 
and that Dr. Payne had been reimbursed 
for all that he had furnished the state. 3 

“I know nothing about it myself, except 
that the records seem to Justify Colonel 
Nesbitt’s assertion, and I, as commissioner 
of agriculture, cannot consicentiously al- 
low any one to remove property that is in 
my possession until he has made a show- 
ing therefor. This is my position, and I 
think I am justified in it from every stand- 
point of sound business principle and jus- 
tice. I shall certainly Hold the property in 
my possession until! Dr. Payne is able to 
show that jt is his, which he has failed to 
do up to this time. 

“If Dr. Payne persists in refusing to 
make a showing I shall be obliged, in a 
Spirit of fairness and justice, to ask the 
legislature to appoint a committee to deter- 
mine what laboratory property belongs to 
Dr. Payne and what belongs to the state. 
Suppose this will settle the matter final-
